ROBIN’S SENTENCE PUT OFF 


— 





Month’s Time to Allow New Sanity 
Hearing and Let Him Continue Dis- 
closures—75 Bankers to Testify. 





Joseph G. Robin will not be sentenced on 
March 27 for the self-confessed crime of 
stealing $£7,000 from the Washington*Sav- 
ings Bank. Sentence will not be passed 
until April 27. The month’s delay was 
granted yesterday by Justice Seabury of 
the Supreme Court, before whom Robin 
confessed. at a conference in his cham- 
bers in the County Court House with Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman, William Travers 
Jerome, and Samue! J. Goldsmith, counsel 
for Robin. 

At this conference Justice Seabury de- 
cided upon a course of action which may 
play an important part in the final com- 
mitment of Robin. He told the lawyers 
that in order to satisfy himself as to the 
exact state of Robin’s mind briefs incor- 
porating the testimony of all the alienists 
and lay witnesses in the hearing before 
Judge Swann and a jury in General Ses- 
gons should be filed with him, together 
with whatever other testimony concerning 
Robin’s sanity lewyers might be able to 
gather. 

Whether this proceeding means the ap- 
pointment of a commission to pass upon 
Robin’s present state of mind or not could 
not be learned. That point may be de- 
cided later by Justice Seabury. His action 
in reopening the question of Robin's san- 
ity was construed by many persons to 
mean. that he will practically review the 
fury’s decision finding Robin sane in 
spite of the testimony to the contrary 
of many eminent alienists. 

Before this unexpected turn in Robin's 
case became known it was learned that 
the Grand Jury inquiry into the Carnegie 
Trust Company is aiming now to fix re- 
sponsibility for a peculiar loan of $250,000 


alleged to have been made by the old 


Van Norden Trust Company .and the 
Nineteenth Ward Bank to a high official 
tn the Carnegie Trust Company. This 
loan is considered by the official investi- 
gators as a transaction which may place 
at least one of the Carnegie Trust offi- 
cials in a very embarrassing position. 

According to information which has 
reached the investigators, the Carnegie 
Trust Company. official negotiated first 
@ loan of $350,000 from the Van Norden 
Trust and the Nineteenth Ward Bank, 
with the understanding that the bor- 
rower was the Carnegie Trust Company. 
The paper figuring in the deal was either 
a cashier’s check or a draft. 

When the borrowed money arrived at 
the Carnegie Trust Company certain em- 
ployes of the institution were instructed 
tu place the money to the high official's 
account, which was done, the Carnegie 
Trust Company receiving not a cent of 
the loan. 

Not jong after this, according to what 
the Investigators learned, the Carnegie 
Trust Cempany, as an institution, paid 
$100,000 to the Van Norden Trust Com- 
pany and the Nineteenth Ward Bank, 
thus shaving down the loan to $250,000. 
Officials of both the Van Norden Trust 
and the Nineteenth Ward Bank and em- 

loyes of the Carnegie Trust Company,it 

s understood, are being examined in re- 
gard to this transaction. 


Seventy-five Bankers Summoned. 


The decision to postpone the passing of 
sentence on Robin was brought about 
partly through a request by Mr. Gold- 
emith and partly by the desire of Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman to have further 
time in which to place the full.story of 
Robin before the Grand Jury. Mr. Whit- 
man told Justice Seabury that the infor- 
mation Robin gave was of the utmost im- 
portance, so important that it had neces- 
sitated the summoning of about seventy- 
five high officials in some of the leading 
banks of New York City, in order that 
the transactions which~are expected to 
lead ultimately to indictments can be 
run down. About seventeen banks and 
trust companies are represented by the 
seventy-five bankers who have been 
Subpoenaed, and the tracing of the 
various transactions which have been 
described by Robin will take 
weeks. The Grand Jury inquiry will not 
even be nearing completion on March 27, 
the day on which it had originally been 
planned by Jpstice Seabury to pass sen- 
tence on Robin. 

It also came out vesterday that several 
links had been forged in a chain of evi- 
dence going toward implicating a city 
official with the affairs of the Cummins 
Syndicate and their banking institutions. 
One link is still missing, and in sum- 
moning the seventy-five bank officials 
the investigators hope to supply it.

BRIDAL PAIR IN A RUNAWAY. 


Dragged In a Beribboned Coach All 
Through Brownsville. 


Louis Virkin of 947 Blake Avenué, 
Brooklyn, a Brownsville butcher, and his 
bride, who was Miss Eva Helford, began 
thelr wedded life yesterday in strenuous 
fashion. As they left Roosevelt Hall, 
Blake Avenue and Cleveland Street, where 
they were married, their coach, drawn 
by two horses, took fright at the fusillade 
of rice and old shoes and ran away.

METAL HARDER THAN STEEL. 


New Composition Announced as Yel- 
low as Gold and Almost Impenetrable. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, March 14.-A new composi- 
tion metal, with the unfading yellow of 
gold and the hardness and impenetrablility 
of Krupp steel, was announcéd to-day 
by Count Charles de Peloggio of Genoa 
and Theodore 8S. Scarla, also a Genoese, 
who has recently become a resident of 
Chicago. It is called radioro. 

Count de Peloggio is a son of Count 
Peloggio of Genoa, owner of lead and 
silver mines in Sardinia, in Nevada, and in 
Central America. The younger Count is 
spending six months in the United States 
andAn Central America, studying minifig 
conditions here and investigating his fa- 
ther’s properties. He thus describes the 
metal: 

“First of all the color and brightness 
of the composition are unaffected by the 
atmosphere, by the ordinary acids, and 
even by fire. Its resemblance to gold is 
wonderful. By a series of examina- 
tions the hardness of the new composition 
as compared with Krupp steel has been 
established. The results announced at the 
Italian Navy Yard show tHat a layer of 
armor of radioro shows the same resist- 
ance to a projectile as stee) a third again 
as thick. 

‘“‘It is made from a number of metals, 











and, as its main constituent is a waste 
product in many processes, it is cheap and 
abundant as iron ore. Its uses will be 
almost infinite, as household utensils, 
heavy machinery, battleship armor, and 
even jewelry can be made from it.” 


LOST IN STEVENS CASTLE. 


Jewels Supposed to Have Been Stolen 
Were Merely Mislaid in the Big House 


Reports were current yesterday of a 
robbery at Stevens Castle, Hoboken. 
Down around Police Headquarters it was 
said that ‘articles of great value’’ had 
disappeared. Uptown at the clubs there 
were stories that the great gray castle 
everlooking the Hudson from the Hoboken 
;promontory had been stripped of its heir- 
| looms. 

Col. EB. A. Stevens explained last night 
| that what had really happened was that 
| some jewelry, valued at about $300 or 
| $400, had been mislaid. It had since been

| Stevens castle, which has been the fam- 
‘ily home since the Revolutionary Treasur- 
ler of New Jersey’s day, although rebuilt

‘in these parts. It has sixty-four rooms. 
Many of the sleeping rooms are each as 
big as a whole Harlem flat, and the 
Colonial 4-poster beds would cover the 
floor space of a “light housekeeping ”’ 
apartment. 

The jewelry was missing a week, al- 
though the search, Col. Stevens said last 
night, was pretty thorough, and made 
with the professional help of a burglary 
insurance man.

If the Adams Company 
Won't Arbitrate. 





DECIDED AT NIGHT MEETING 





Company Refuses to See a Committee 
of its Employes or to Make Any 
Terms with the Strikers. 





At a stormy meeting of the Pxecutive 
Councils of the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters of New York and Jersey 
City in Chelsea Hall, 161 Eighth Avenue, 
lasting from 8 #’clock until midnight, it 
was decided last night that unless the 
Adams Express Company agreed to re- 
ceive a committee of its striking drivers, 
with a view of settling the present diffi- 
culties, either by arbitration or otherwise, 
@ general strike of all the drivers and 
helpers of every express company in this 
city and Jersey City~ will be called. 

A representative of the Adams Express 
Company when informed early this morn- 
ing of the action of the Executive Council 
said that he did not regard the new move 
as particularly serious. He said: 

‘We will continue to go ahead as we 
have since the strike began. We have 
been and are willing to meet our own 
men, but we will not treat with any out- 
side organization, This has been our po- 
sition all along.’’ 

The company hag until this evening to 
meet the conditions imposed by the coun- 
cils. If they reject the terms, a general 
strike will be called immediately. For 
the present the chauffeurs of the tax!i- 
cab companies and other teamsters will 
not be affected. It also was agreed at 
last night’s meeting to place William H. 
Ashton, General Organizer for the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, in full charge 
of the present strike. Mr. Ashton had 
charge of the recent express drivers’ 
strike. This takes the situation entirely 
out of the hands of Howard P. Biggs, 
Chairman of Local 487, who has been in 
charge thus far. 

It was decided that every member of 
every union in the International Brother- 
hood in the city be assessed $1 a week 
as long as the strike lasts. This will 
mean an addition of about $22,000 a week 
to the treasury of the organization for 
the benefit of the strikers. 

After the meeting Mr. Ashton explained 
that the agreement to call a general 
strike of express drivers and helpers un- 
less the terms laid down were agreed 
to by the Adams Company had the in- 
dorsement of the American Federation of 
Labor officials. The strike, if it is called, 
he said, will be carried on more aggres- 
sitely than the last one, 

‘**T am to have full charge of the strike 
from now on,’’ said Mr, Ashton, “and it 
will be a fight to a finish. There are 
many grievances which the strikers have 
and of which the public know nothing. 
We have gone slow in this matter, but 
the time has now come when the unions 
will have to act for their own self-pres- 
ervation. 

“The officials of the Adams company 
have steadfastly refused even to see dele- 
gations or committees from the strikers. 
If they refuse to see a committee to-mor- 
row, nothing can prevent one of the worst 
strikes the city has seen. Just when the 
employes of the other express companies 
wilk be called out it is too early to say, 
but it will be within a few days.’ 


Help First Was Refused. 


Earlier in the day the Executive Com- 
mittee of the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters had not decided to call a 
general strike. The members of I.ocal 
487, composed entirely of Adams Com- 
pany employes, had boasted that if Gen- 
eral Agent Charles MacKay of the Adams 
Company refused to compromise they 
would appeal to the International Broth. 
erhood of Teamsters to declare a gen- 
eral strike. They made the appeal, but 
at that time it fell upon unresponsive 
ears. pe 

Another blow to the hopes of the strikers 
was dealt early in the day when a major- 
ity of the American Express Company em- 
ployes, who compose the American Ex- 
press Employes’ Association, met in their 
clubrooms, 67 Madison Avenue, and 


passed resolutions pn steer the strike, 
and asking for the support of all in their 
efforts to preserve their liberty and their 
rights to earn a living. 

The members of the association believe 
in the ‘‘ open shop.’’ In ne they re- 
signed from the labor unions and agreed 
to have nothing more to do with them. 
It was said last night that if the Adams 
employes lose the present strike it will go 
a long way toward ending hope of estab- 
lishing a union of the express drivers 
here. The resolutions of the American 
Express Employes’ Association ran: 

Whereas, This association and its mem- 
bers have no connection whatever with the 
Teamsters’ Union, or any other labor or- 
ganization, except the American Express 
Employers’ Association. 

Whereas, Efforts have already been made 
to intimidate or overawe and terrify certain 
of our members, be it 

Resolved, That we hereby call upon our 
fellow-citizens of New York of whatever 
station of life to give us their moral sup- 
port in the effort we are making to preserve 
our Hberty so that we may continue to 
work for the support of our families. 

We have no grievance against the Amert- 
can, National, and Westcott Express Com- 
panies; we have no demands to make upon 
them, and inasmuch as we are dependent 
on the public for our livelihood, we would 
request that we be permitted to continue in 
the pursuit of same without molestation. 
Officials of the Adams Company said 

yesterday that they were having no 4diffi- 
culty in keeping all their wagons moving. 
There is no longer accumulations of 
freight in their depots, they said, and 
everything was running just as smoothly 
as if there had been no strike whatever. 
Assaults had been made upon several 
strikebreaking drivers, they admitted, 
but said it did not interfere with the mov- 
ing of the wagons, 


Will Grant No Terms. 

“Tt is useless for the strikers or their 
representatives to bother us about coming 
to terms,” said an official of the Adams 
Company. ‘‘ We have no terms to grant. 
If the strikers want to come back to work 
they are at liberty to do so. Their jobs 


@are waiting for them, but we have no 


rms to offer. We do not intend to 
recognize the strike or the unions by 


dealing with committees or represent- 
atives. . 

“So far as We are concerned the strike 
is already over. We are moving our 
wagons promptly and we have no diffi- 
culty in securing nty of drivers and 
helpers, The situation has cleared up in 
Brooklyn, Harlem, and Jersey City, and 
it is fast being straightened out in n- 
hattan. It appears that there is little or 
no prospect of.a general strike of express 
drivers being called Or a call being heeded 
if it is made. 

“ The employes Of all] the ae ap- 
pear to be well satisfied with their treat- 
ment. As for our employes, the majority 
are not in sympathy with the strike, but

MISS ADAMS OFFERS 
10 ACTIN A CITY PARK 


Performances of Pageants or 
Shakéspearean Plays Planned 
for Educatien of Masses. 























SEATS FOR 25,000 PERSONS 


Recelpts to be Given to City—Stover 
and Committee to Select Plays—‘Joan 
of Arc’ and ‘Chantecler’ Suggested. 





Plans are under way for the presenta- 
tion in New York, under city auspices, of 
open air dramatic ra to be given 
at a nominal admission fee. 'For the last 
two months Park Commissioner Stover 
and a representative of Charles Frohman 
have been working on plans for the out- 
of-door performance in one of the city 
parks this season or next of noteworthy 
drama and pageants not possible of pro- 
duction in an ordinary theatre. The pur- 
pose is to inaugurate a permanent eivic 
policy of providing public entertainment 
of an educational nature to the people of 
the city. 

The first of these performances, it is 
announced, will be under the direction 
and with the co-operation of Maude 
Adams, who has offered to appear in a 
historical pageant or al fresco Shake- 
spearean production similar to the pre- 
sentation of “Joan of Aro,” at Harvard 
University, or of “As You Like It,”’ at 
the University of California last Summer. 

It was announced last night that the 
conferences that have been going on for 
some time between Mr. Frohman’s repre- 
sentatives and Commissioner Stover have 
resulted in the Commissioner’s acceptance 
«of Mr. Frohman’s and Miss Adams's 
offers of their services. No choice of a 
suitable location for the first perform- 
ance has yet been made, but will probably 


be determined within a few days. 

Thomas Hastings, of the firm of Carerre 
& Hastings, has offered to design and 
direct the building of the temporary 
structure for the accommodation of an 
audience of 26,000 persons. The choice of 
the play will mutually be agreed upon by 
Miss Adams and a committee headed by 


the Park Commissioner. 

The following statement, fn the form of 
a letter to the Commissioner, explains the 
origin and scope of theddea: 

“Miss Maude Adams has long felt that 
the time is ready for awakening the pub- 
lic spirit in behalf of the public drama, 
and she desires to start the movement by 
bringing the drama to the people in 
great out-of-door performances. We are 
particularly fortunate in having in the 
present Park Commissioner @ practical 
idealist who has long endeavored to real- 
ize the same plan and give it to the people 
of New York City as the permanent herit- 
age of the people of this generation to the 
people of the following. 

“The time is opportune to start the 
movement. Miss Adams, therefore, offers 
to the City of New York a production 
similar in size and magnificance to that 
of ‘Joan of Aro,’ which she presented at 
Harvard University two years ago, and of 
‘As You Like It,’ which she presented 
at the University of California last year. 
This performance, we hope, will be merely 
the inception of a great out-of-door thea- 
tre, belonging to the people, such as“they 
had in the classic ages at Athens and 
Rome. We believe that the scope of this 
new undertaking will be enormous. Cer- 
tainly the most distinguished among 
American actors and actresses will be 


glad to give their services for an occa- 
sional performance, so that the public 
may be able to go and enjoy the plays 
and the dramatic productions of to-day. 

‘‘Just what drama Miss Adams will pro- 
duce must be decided in conference be- 
tween the Commissioner and herself, to- 
gether with other public-spirited persons 
whom they choose to assist them. I would 
suggest ‘Joan of Arc’ or ‘ Chantecler ’; 
but the suggestion that will rise from the 
mere announcement of the project may 
bring to mind some drama that will be 
even better. But those that I mention 
adapt themselves wonderfully to open air 
performances. The success of ‘Joan of 
Are’ played in the out-of-doors is already 
proved by Miss Adams's performance at 
Harvard. Rostand’s symbolic drama 
would be unusually picturesque in its nat- 
ural setting, for all of its acts are laid in 
the open and two of its scenes in the midst 
of the wood. Then, too, I think ‘ Chan- 
through its marvelous allegory, 
the greatest play, thus far, of the century. 

‘The idea is to have an admission of a 
nominal fee, as the project is designed 
entirely for the people of the city, poor 
and well-to-do alike. All receipts will be 
turned over to the city for whatever pur- 
pose the Commissioner may decide. We 
will, of course, meet the entire cost of the 
roduction, as we have in all —— per- 
ormances, so that the city will have no 
expense beyond the seating arrangements. 
There can be no doubt of the success of 
the projet. The parks are, after all, the 
great leisure home of the people, and Miss 
Adams desires to do her share in making 
that home complete.”

Failing in these two attempts, 
she went to the Hammonasett River and 
jumped_ in, but the water was so cold, 
she said, she could not stand it, and went 
to the home of friends, three miles away. 

An examination of the woman to-night 
by the medical examiner shows that the 
front part of her head and forehead is a 
mass of bruises, and that there are several 
long red marks on her throat, all of 
which seem to bear out her story. 

It is the opinion of the medical examiner 
that the woman Is insane, and she is being 
held for a Coroner’s examination to-mor- 
row. ;

Aero Club Accepts Decision That 
Moisant Didn't Qualify and 
Grahame-White Fouled. 








BITTER CONTROVERSY ENDED

Only Comfort for Friends of Dead 
American Who Made Fastest Time Is 
That Englishman Also Loses. 





With the acceptance last night by the 
Board of Governors of the Aero Club of 
America of the ruling of the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale, awarding to 
Count de Lesseps the $10,000 Statue of 
Liberty prize offered by Thomas Fortune 
Ryan for the-fastest aeroplane flight 
around the statue from Belmont Park, 
the scene of the second international 
aviation tournament last October, the 
controversy raised by Claude Grahame- 
White, the English aviator, over the 
awarding of the prize was brought to a 
close. 

The ruling of the Federation Aero- 
nautique Internationale disqualifies Mr. 
White as well as the late John B. Mot- 
sant, who was popularly acclaimed the 
winner when itt became known that his 
was the fastest time made by any of the 
three contestants. 

Mr. Moisant was disqualified by the 
Federation Aeronautique Internationale 
for having failed to accomplish a con- 
tinuous flight of one hour’s duration prior 
to his entry in the Statue of Liberty 
flight. Mr. White was disqualified be- 
cause a wing tip of his Blériot monoplane 
fouled pylori No. 5 as he was settling to 
the ground on the return from his flight. 
Count de Lesseps is accredited the win- 
ner, therefore, although the elapsed time 
of his flight was longer than that of 
either Mr. Moisant or Mr. White. 

The controversy has been one which 
threatened to disrupt the friendly rela- 
tions between the local aero governing 
body and the Federation Internationale. 
It has aroused more interest in aviation 
cireles than any previous incident of avia- 
tion tournaments, and despite the ac- 
ceptance by the Aero Club of America of 


remain many aeronauts and folk interest- 
ed in ‘aeronautics who believe the prize 
should have gone to John B. Moisant. 

That a controversy arose at all over the 
awarding of the prize was due to the con- 
ditions under which the race was flown. 
It is because they feel that these con- 
ditions have not been appreciated by the 
international body that many aeronauts 
express dissatisfaction with the verdict 
which gives the prize to Count de Lesseps. 

One condition of the race was that each 
contestant qualify by making a pre- 
liminary flight of at least one hour’s 
duration, Claude Grahame-White and 
Count de Lesseps made such qualifying 
flights. But of all the aviators gathered 
at Belmont Park who had announced an 
intention of competing for the Statue of 
Liberty prize these two alone fulfilled 
this stipuiation, 

Inclement weather prevented continued 


flying by any one except on the occa- 
sions seized by Grahame-White and Count 
de Lesseps. Others, unprepared to fly 
at that time, found the days slipping by 
without an opportunity to qualify. The 
day for the statue flight came and went 
with no attempt on the part of any one 
to compete for the $10,000 prize, so in- 
clement was the weather. Although the 
postponement of the event had not been 
provided for in the conditions governing 
it, it was agreed, nevertheless, to permit 
a contest for the prize ai a later and 
more favorable day, and at the same time 
it was understood generally that the 
clause requiring an hour’s sustained flight 
would be waived in view of the continued 
bad weather. 

It was under these conditions that the 
race was flown and won by John B. 
Moisant, who started last and whose re- 
appearance after all hope of a victory 
by him had been abandoned drove the 
crowd into a frenzy of-excitement. With 
the understanding that the sustained 
flight requirement had been waived, the 
judges of the meet at Belmont Park 
awarded the prize to Moisant. He was 
accepted everywhere as the winner, and 
had been acclaimed as such “when Gra- 
hamie-White entered « protest with the 
Aero Club of America. Previously Mr. 
White had demanded another chance to 
make better time around the Statue, and 
had proposed that woth he and: Moisant 
make the trial again, he in his 100 horse 
power Blériot, Moisant in the Blériot of 
only fifty horse power, in which he never 
even had sat, until he started on the 
flight around the Statue, 

hen these proposals were rejected 
Grahd@me-White formally protested sgainst 
the awarding of the prize to Molsant. The 
Aero Club referred his claims to the inter- 
national body. Moisant said not a word. 
UP to the time of his death on Dec. 31, 
when he was crushed at New Orleans, he 
left his interests in the hands of the Aero 
Club, confident that the tacit waiving of 
the austained flight clause would be made 
clear to the international body. That the 
Federation <Aeronautique Internationale 
has ignored this detail of the flights was 
declared by Moisant’s friends last night 
to be a keen disappointment to them. 

“There is just one source of satisfaction 
in the whole affair,”’ declared an amateur 
aenonaut last night. ‘' Grahame-White, 
whose proposals immediately after the 
flight were considered unsportsmanlike, to 
say the least, will not receive the prize. 
It would be interesting to know what hse

That in accordance with the demand of 
the F. A. I. the following be the reclassifi- 
cation of the Statue of Liberty Prize: De 
Lesseps, winner; Moisant disqualified by 
vote of the F. A. I., Jan. 10, 1911, and 
Grahame-White disqualified for fouling 
Pylon &. 

That Mr. Grahame-White be Informed of 
the reclassification and that tn case he has 
any protest to file against the reclassifica- 
tion a hearing will be given him or his rep- 
resentative on demand. ’ 

That the above offer to Grahame-White be 
communicated to the Secretary of the F. A. 
I; the case be referred to the Law Com- 
mittee for a complete and clear statement 
of the facts of the cage in their chronologi- 
cal order, to be given our delegates at the 
next meeting of the F. A. I. to be read 
and made of record. 

The above its a statement of the recom- 
mendations of the following committee, who 
were in charge of the preparation of the case 
before the F. A. I.: Robert J, Collier, Sam- 
uel Rebor, Cortlandt Field Bishop, and 
Lyttleton Fox. 

Comte Jacques de Lesseps was qualified 
under the rulings of the F. A. I._by a flight 
of more than one hour made in the first 
hourly altitude event on the 25th day of 
October, 1910.

Forces at San Antonio Held In Readl- 
ness to Patrol Border in Case of 
Any New Contingency.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 14.—In- 
formation received here to-day by. tele- 
phone frofm Eagle Pass, on the Mexiean 
border, conveyed information witch 
makes it seem probable that Gen. Carter, 
in command of the divisional army now 
assembled at Fort Sam Houston, will, be- 
fore the end of the week, move mpést of 
the soldiers now assembled here tO El 
Paso, Eagle Pass, and other points along 
the border for patrol duty or manoeuvres. 

The information come from an Amer- 
ican who has just reached Eagle Pass 
after having made his way through the 
State of Chihuahua on horseback and by 
automobile. He says that a wide ex- 
tension of the insurrecto movement is {m- 
minent in the northern and eastern parts 
of the State of Chihuahua and that al- 
ready 800 men are in the field. He adds 
that there are 10,000 men already under 
arms, awaiting the signal for an out- 
break, and the uprising has been cCare- 
fully planned. 

The condition of Chihuahua, the capital 
of Chihuahua State, according to thig im- 
formant, is much more serious than mes- 
sages from Mexico have indicated. ‘There 
are 2,500 Federals immured within the 
City of Chihuahua, and about 6,000 insur- 
rectos Surrounding the town. The olty 
has been completely cut off by rail and 
wire for more than ten days, and it is 
said that there is imminent danger of a 
revolt against the garrison by the citizens 
themselves. The insurrectos believe they 
could easily take the City of Chihuahya, 
but they are biding their time and show 
no disposition to force a situation which 
they regard as already in their own 
hands. | 

The Trouble in Chihuahua, 


The unrest within the city is said to be 
due to information which the insurrectos 
have conveyed and which Indicates a 
concerted movement on the part of all the 
enemies of the Diaz Government through- 
out the entire State of Chihuahua and the 
rest of Northern Mexico. Reports of the 
mobilization of American troops here at 
San Antonio have, it is said, been con- 
veyed to the disaffected inhabitants of 
Chihuahua and has been colored to indai- 
twie the innnineire? COME ts of the Diaz 
Government: 

The American informant says that there 
is no doubt that the first indication of re- 
volt in the capital city of Chihuahua wil! 
bring about the fall of the place. Althougn 
the Federals believe that they can hold 
out for several weeks, fuel and fodder are 
very scarce. The American Smelting and 
Refining Company’s plant in Chihuahua Is 
represented to have only enough fuel] to 
continue its opertions for six days longer, 
and unlese the town is relieved by next 
Monday the smelter will close and 600 men 
will be thrown out of employment. 

The 800 insurrectos now sald to be under 
arms are moving toward Chihuahua to 
join the forces there. They are reported 
to have come from the country lying be- 
tween Ciudad Porfirio Diaz and Pliordas 
Negras, and to have sprung into being 
within the last week. 

This informant also states that the eon- 
ditions in Chihuahua, from the capital to 


Santa Rosalie, 100 miles south, have never 
been told outside of the territory affected. 
With four bridges on the Mexican Na- 
tional Railway south of Chihuahua de- 
stroyed and the track north of theity 
blocked also, the Federals have, he says, 


made no attempt to restore communiea- 
tion. 

The American Consulate at Cludad Por- 
firo Diaz has been under guard for two 
days.

Six or Seven Troops to be Added to

Dyer was induced by Cummins and his 
friends to sign a $600,000 note which, with 
three other similar notes, enabled the late 
Cc. CG. Dickinson to buy a large interest in 
the YVan Norden Trust Company and the 
Twelfth and the Nineteenth Ward Banks. 

Mr. Dyer and his friends told yesterday 
what purported to be the real story of 
how Mr. Dyer came to allow the use of 
his mame as maker of the $600,000 note. 


The allegation is made that unknown to 
r, Dyer certain officials of the Carnegie 
rust Company ‘“ switched’’ collateral on 

him and ieft him as maker of note se- 

cured only by stock in a company which 


existed on paper only. 


M> Dyer is President of the George L. 
Dyer Company, advertising agents. His 
company is in no way concerned in the 
note transaction. Mr. Dyer’s explanation 
of the note transaction is that Joseph B. 
Reichmann, President of the Fatt Iron 
Works, and William J. Cummuns, then 
Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Carnegie Trust, came to him and 
asked him as a personal favor to take 
over the note for $600,000, explaining that 
it would be secured by 8,000 shares, al- 
most the entire capital stock of the Platt 
Tron Works, and that, anyhow, the note 
would only run ninety days and would 
then be taken up. Mr. Dyer signed his 
name, and was assured that the 8,000 
shares of Platt Iron Works’ stock had 
been transferred to his name on the stock 
books of that company.

Reichmann and Cummins paid a part of

Not Anxious to Manage Another Na: 
tional Campaign—Archbishop Ireland 
Said to be Carter’s Sponsor.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—There is a 
curlous report being whispered around in 
certain circles in Washington to the ef- 
fect that several changes are to be made 
within a short time in the Cabinet 

This time the story starts with the re- 
port that ex-Senator Thomas H. Carter 
of Montana, one of the more prominent 
lame ducks of the Republican Old Guard, 
is certain to go into the Cabinet within 
the next two months. Mr. Carter and 
former Representative James A. Tawney, 
another distinguished Republican lame 
duck, have already been appointed to the 
International Boundary Commission, 
which was provided for in one of the last 
bills put through at the recent session. 

The report as it reaches the correspon- 
dent of THp Times has it that Mr. Carter 


is to become the head of the Department 
of Justice; that Secretary Knox is to re-

BORDER TROOPS DISAFFECTED 





Outbreak Narrowly Averted—Dissen- 
sion In Cabinet and Some Doubt Ex- 
pressed as to Japan’s Attitude. 





ST. PETERSBURG, March 14.—The 
Russo-Chinese embroglio has developed 
three distinct situations, each of oconsid- 
erable concern to this Government. 

In the first place Russia has awakened 
to the fact that China’s deep-seated dis- 
trust and resentment is more than any- 
thing else responsible for the failure of 
amicable negotiations. 

Next the Novoe Vremya makes the un- 
usual intimation that there is discord in 
the Government over the measures to be 
undertaken against China, and an even- 
ing paper confirms the Novoe Vremya’s 
Suggestion that M. Kokovsoff has opposed 
the recent policy of the Foreign Office 
toward China, and succeeded in defer- 
ring the military demonstration which 
M. Sazonoff had intended should accom- 
pany the first ultimatum. M. Kokovsoff 
bas taken chdrge of the matter during 
the illness of M. Sazonoff. 

The third situation is revealed to-day 
fo disquieting dispatches from the army 
of occupation on the Chinese frontier. 
These advices describe a disturbanoe 
among the soldiers over the poor quality 
of the food provided for them. An out- 
break was prevented only by the tact of 
the commanding General, who urgently 
ordered the Governor General of Russian 
Turkestan to take prompt measures to 
remove the causes of dissatisfaction and 
te organize supplies for the expedition 


of an atequate scale. The task of the 
Commissariat Department has been com- 
plicated by the primitive character of 
the country, the bad roads, muddy at the 
present season, and a dependence for 
supplies on a long line of communications. 

The news of the movement of the troops 
is vaguely referred to in the Novoe 

remya as the non-official publication of 
such news is a criminal offense in Rus- 
sia. The other papers are silent on the 


matter. \ . 
The ultimatum whi M. Korostovetz, 
the Russian Minister Peking, was in- 
Structed to present to the Chimese For- 
eign Board, declares that the Russian 
Government sees in the reply of the Cbi- 
nese Government concerning the rostrioc- 
tion of Russian trade by Chinese monopo- 
lies, and the establishment of eases 
Consulates in the Kobde districts, proofs 
of an unfriendly attitude on the rt of 
China, which is endeavoring to distort the 
strict meaning of the agen A provisions 
and to deprive the treaty rights accorded 
ype subjects in trade, of all mean- 


nz. 

The Russian Government calls upon the 
Chinese Government to weigh the conse- 
quences of such a course of action, which 
will lead inevitably to the disturbance of 
ad friendly relations between Russia and 
China. 

It is stated here to-day that the situa- 
tion created by China’s quibbling has 
caused a realization that the Russo-Chi- 
nese relations are less satisfactory than 
had been thought. China’s suspicion of 
Russia’s good faith and the resentment 
of supposed aggression is blamed. The 
sole course left open to St. Petersburg, it 
is declared, was serious military action” 
which will mot shrink from permanent 
measures in Ili Province. 

Military circles, whose opirion had 
great weight with the Czar in reaching 
a final decision, consider the occupation 
of Northern Manchuria along a line of de- 
markation from Kwangchengtze to Kirin 
a possibility. A correction of the frontier 
of Tarbagatai in Mongolia, is also held 
to be a possibility. The military party 
frankly favors utilizing the orisis to 
strengthen the Russian garrisons in the 
Far East and to correct the frontier 
strategically at China’s expense.

20,000 DEAD FROM PLAGUE. 


Disease Still Ravages China, Especially 
In Harbin District—Troops Succumb. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The plague 
is continuing its ravages in China, as 
shown by the mafl advices reaching the 
State Department from American Consu- 
lar officers. It is estimated that 20,000 
people have succumbed in the cities and 
towns north of Changchun, in the Harbin 
consulate district, since the outbreak of 
the epidemic. Im the city of Harbin and 
its suburb, Fuchiatien, a total of 6,014, 
including 50 Huropeans, died up to Feb. 
11. 

The disease ts playing havoc with the 
Chinese troops at Changchun, according 
to Japanese statistics, 350 deaths among 
them being reported up to Jan. 26, the 
daily death rate of the twon being 50. 


BRITISH PRESS BACKS GREY. 


Indorses Praise of Taft Peace Plan— 
Talks of Anglo-American Alliance. 


LONDON, March 14.—The afternoon 
papers welcome with enthusiasm the 
cordial support of President Taft's known 
wish for a general Anglo-American arbi- 
tration treaty, given in the House of Comr 
mons last night by Sir Edward Grey. It 
is assumed that the American Exectuive 
cherishes the hope that an amendment 
to the existing arbitration treaty will re- 
move the present prohibition in Article 1 
against the submission to arbitration of 
questions of vital interest to the two 
parties or involving their honor.

It is also a subject for consideration 
that this ig the second opera by an Amer- 
ican composer which the management of 
the Metropolitan has accepted under any 
conditions, Under the circumstances, 
there have been rumors afloat for some 
time past that some tremendous influence 
has been brought to bear to get the work 
a production there this year. 

It is known that Mr. Gatti-Casazza is 
not impulsive. It is not to be supposed 
that he would suddenly accept an opera 


still in manuscript for an eleventh-hour 
production which would endanger the

There was a good deal of this sort of 
talk in the air immediately after the 
opera had been accepted for production:

success if they had time to really study 
their réles and the question of staging 
could be gone into more deeply.

Germany. Kaiser Wilhelm, ag is known, 
has evinced a liking for Humperdinck and 
his music which amounts almost to wor- 
ship, and Humperdinck has interested 
himself in Arthur Nevin. It was through 
the Kaiser that Nevin’s earlier o ra, 
‘“‘ Pola,”’ received its performance at the 
Berlin Opera last Winter. And Humper- 
dinck assisted Nevin at that time in re- 
vising the orchestration. 

The work was not a success with the 
public, and the German critics were very 
harsh with it. However, in spite of 
these facts, !t is said that the Kaiser 
would have kept it on ff it had not beer 
for the fact that whatever losses ocour 
in the Royal Opera must be made up out 
of the Emperor's private purse. 

When Arthur Nevin and Randolph 
Hartley finished their newest plece of 
work, rumor says that they again turned 
to their friend, and he suggested to others 
who have authority with the Metropolitan 
officials that an early productiton would 
delight his heart.

GRACE’S BODY FOUND? 








One Much Disfigured, Resembling Lost 


Aviator, Picked Up at Ostend. 


OSTEND, Belgium, March 14.—A body 
was brought to the surface in this harbor 
to-day which ts thought to be that of 
Cecil Grace, the aviator, who was lost 
last December while attempting to return 
in an aeroplane flight from Calais to 
Dover, Although greatly disfigured the 
body is said by those who examined it to 
have the appearance of that of the luck- 
less EXnglish aviator.

EFFORTS TO GO ON TO-DAY 





Prisoners In Cages Again Faced Court 
Under Strong Guard Yesterday— 
Many Women Among Spectators. 





VITERBO, Italy, March 14.—Cavaliere 
Rianchi, President of the court, to-day set 
about the task of getting a jury to try 
the thirty-six members of the Neapolitan 
Camorra by invoking methods that prom-' 
ised results despite the terror that has 
filled the hearts of the citizens at the 
possibilfty of being obliged to condemn 
those whose deaths would be pretty sure 
to be avenged unless the whole dangerous 
element of the society was wiped out. 

When court opened to-day the President 
at once imposed heavy fines upon those 
known to have left town to escape jury 
duty and threatened that he would have 
others who had made excuses for not ap- 
pearing when summoned brought to the 
bar by carabineers. 

The whole forenoon was taken up in an 
attempt to fill the jury benches. It was a 
nervous day in Viterbo. The residents, 
who had hailed the approaching trial as 
a boon because it would bring to town 
thousands of strangers who must be shel- 
tered and fed, have found themselves con- 
fronted with an alarming situation. No 
one familiar with the workings of the 
‘ Beautiful Reformed Society’’ has any- 
thing but sympathy for those who shrink 
from the civic duty imposed. 

Nevertheless, progress was made, and 
early in the afternoon all but four of the 
necessary jurors had been secured. At 
this point the resources of the court 
failed, and an adjournment until to-mor- 
row was taken. 

The scene in the courtroom to-day was 
much like that when the trial opened on 
Saturday, though there was a larger pro- 
portion among the spectators of women 
and of men who for one reason or an- 
other were not eligible for jury duty. 
Thirty-four of the alleged instigators of 
or actual participants in the murder of 
Gennaro Cioccolo and his wife occupied 
the great steel cage for prisoners and 
glared their hatred at the informer, Gen- 
naro Abbatemaggio, who plainly enjoyed 
the isolation of the smaller cage reserved 
for his exclusive occupancy. ; 

The priest Ciro Vittozzi, the ‘* Guardian 
Angel of the Camorra,”’ in his priestly 
garb, was again permitted to sit outside 
the cage. The prisoners followed the pro- 
ceedings with real‘or well-feigned indif- 
ference. Police and carabineers were scat- 
tered through the room and surrounded 
the building. The accused were escorted 
to court and returned to the prisons un- 
der heavy guard. 

It is hoped that the jury can be corm- 
leted on the introduction of evidence 
egun some time to-morrow. Meantime 
police officers will be busy trying to locate 
a long list of talesmen for whom sum- 
monses have been issued,

TO INVESTIGATE VIVISECTION. 


State Senate Wants to Know if There 
Is Unjustifiable Cruelty. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 14.—The Senate Ju- 
diclary Committee to-night reported fa- 
vorably Senator Bayne’s bill, which es- 
tablishes a commission to investigate the 
practice of vivisection in this State, and 
to report to the Legislature in 1912. The 
commission is to be appointed by the Go¥- 
ernor, and, as provided for in amend- 


ments, is to be composed of one member 
of the Senate, one member of the Assem- 
bly, two doctors, two members of humane 
societies, and one person at large. 

‘The committee is convinced,” sald Sen- 
ator Bayne, ‘‘ that vivisection has been 
of value to. medical science, but we feel 
we should know whether or not there is 
unjustifiable cruelty in connection with 
the practice.” 

The commission is to serve. without 
compensation from the State. — 

Articles of incorporation were filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State to- 
day by the Vivisection Investigation 
League. The objects of the league are 
stated to be to investigate the practice of 
vivisection, and to carry on the work 
for the purpose of arousing public senti- 
ment against the evils of animal experi- 
mentation through public meetings, ex- 
hibition, and the distribution of litera- 
ture. The Directors are Ellen Penrose of 
Montclair, N. J.; Augusta Tilney, Owan- 
da; F. Lauterbock, Sue M. Farrell, Maud 
P. Ingersoll, Belle B. Bates, and Claire 
I’. McKendrick of New York City. 


NEW RULE FOR SARATOGA. 


Commission Government, Initiative, 
and Referendum Provided in New Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 14.—A bill incorporat- 
ing the village of Saratoga Springs as a 
city was introduced to-day by Senator 
Eagar T. Brackett. 

Like the prospective charter for the pro- 
posed City of Beacon, in Dutchess County, 
the new charter for Saratoga Springs pro- 
vides for a commission form of govern- 
ment, with the initiative and referendum 
and the recall. The elective officers are to 
be five Superintendents, to form the Com- 
mon Council; four Supervisors, to repre- 
sent the city in the County Government; 
= City Judges, and nine School Trust- 
ees. : 

One of the Superintendents is to be 
Mayor and the other Superintendents are 
to act as heads of the administrative 
branches of the local Government.

MUNROE’S WITNESS 
HELPS PROSECUTION

In| Marconi Wireless 
Stock Selling Campaign Says 


Every Statement Was False. 





BOOMERANG FOR DEFENSE 





The Witness 
Lawyer Was In Agreement to Share 
Profits with the Man on Trial. 


Insists That Munroe’s 





The first witness called for the defense 
in the trial of George H. Munroe, who is 
charged before Judge Hough inthe United 
States Circuit Court with using the mails 
in a scheme to defraud, was a boomerang 
both for Munroe and his lawyer, Frank 
L. Crocker. Concerning Munroe’s¢gpro- 
fessed sales of the English Marconi Wire- 
less Company stock, and the campaign of 
education carried on ostensibly in the in- 
terest of this company, this witness, H. 
G. Robinson, declared that almost all the 
statements made in the lectures which 
Munroe’s men delivered in different 
parts of the country were false. For 
Crocker’s benefit Robinson referred to 
an agreement which Crocker was forced 
to identify, which provided, according to 
the witness, that the Munroe attorney 
should share in the profits of the Eng- 
lish Marconi stock-selling campaign. 

Crocker was Munroe’s attorney away 
back in the Montreal and Boston copper 
days, when the curb firm of Munroe & 
Munroe had a stock washing in the cop- 
per securities which forced them up to 
exaggerated figures from which they col- 
lapsed, 

After that bubble burst the Munroes dis- 
appeared but came back to this city in 
1907 and back to approach the small fry 
investors who had trustingly bought 
Marconi Wireless stock at a still earlier 
stage of the firm’s existence. The plan 
in 1907, according to the story of some of 
the victims, was to sell securities in the 
British Marconi Company which the Mun- 


roes never delivered and were not in a 
position to deliver. 


Drags Lawyer in With Him. 


Robinson was one of the lecturers em- 
ployed by Munroe to talk big to the coun- 
try audiences. His direct examination 
yesterday was brief, but as soon as he 
fot on cross-examination the Assistant 
United States Attorney asked him if he 
had entered into an agreement on March 


7, 1908, with Dr. John A, Munroe of Sar- 
anac Lake, George Munroe’s brother, and 
Frank Ih. Crocker, Munroe’s counsel. 
Crocker objected, and refused to admit 
the existence of the agreement, where- 
upon the Assistant United States Attor- 
ney put him on the witness stand under 
oath and showed him a paper which pur- 
ported to be the agreement. Crocker re- 
fused to identify it, but was forced to 
answer by the court. Thereupon Crocker 
said that he had never looked through the 
paper, but that it had been altered in at 
least one particular. 

The Assistant United States Attorney 
asked to have the alteration pointed out 
and Crocker indicated the initials ‘‘ F. A. 
O’B,”’ which are the initials of Post Of- 
fice Inspector Frank A. O’Brien, who 
worked up the case. After this Robinson 
was put back on the stand. 

“Was it your plan and Mr. Crocker’s 
plan?’’ the Government’s attorney began. 
Crocker objected to the mention of his 
name and was sustained, Then Robinson 
explained that the plan contemplated ~ 
sale of English Marconi shares, whic 

had been bought at about $2.50 at prices 
from $10 to $15 each, and that Crocker 
was to have a share in the profits. How- 
ever, instead of profits the scheme result- 
ed in a loss of $11,000. Eventually Rob- 
inson said he went to Munroe and told 
him thath he would not allow 


| New Traffic Rules for Sherman Square. 
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Police Commissioner Cropsey issued this 
new traffic order yesterday to drivers of 
automobiles and other vehicles, applying 
to Sherman Square: 


I, James Cropeey, Police Commissioner of 
the City of New York, by virtue of authority 
vested in me by law, do hereby make and 
adopt the fellowing rules and regulations for 
the conduct of vehicular traffic in the use of 
the publio streets, squares, and avenues of the 
City of New York: 


Hereafter, from 8:80 A. M. to 6:30 P. M. on 
week days, and at whatever hours of the day 
or night the Police Commissioner may here- 
after deem necessary, in order to prevent con- 
gestion of vehicular traffic, and to insure the 
safety of all persons traveling on foot across 
the territory known at Times Square, tncluding 
Broadway and Amsterdam Avenue, from West 
Seventieth to West Seventy-third Streets, the 
following rules will be enforced by the Police 
Department in regulating traffic under the 
rules of the road: 

All vehicles going tn a northerly direction 
on Amsterdam Avenue will, upon reaching 
West Seventieth Street, proceed in an easterly 
direction on south side of West Seventieth 
Street to the easterly side of Broadway, and 
thence northward, between car tracks and 


curb. 

All vehicles going in a northerly direction on 
Broadway, beyond West Seventy-third Street, 
will proceed on easterly side of Broadway and 
Amgterdam Avenue, between easterly car 
tracks and curb; and if bound north on Broad- 
way, beyond West Seventy-third Street, will 
not be allowed to proceed in a westerly direc- 
tion until they reach West Seventy-third 
Street and Amsterdam Avenue, and thence 
along northerly’ side of West Seventy-third 


nation, between the easterly car tracks and 
curb. 

All vehicles going tn a southerly direction on 
Amsterdam Avenue will, upon reaching West 
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Seventy-third Street, proceed in a westerly 
irection on north side of West Seventy-third 
Street to the westerly side of Broadway, and 
thence in a’southerly direction, between west- 
erly car tracks and curb; if bound south on 
broadway, below West Seventieth Street, they 
will continue on westerly side of Broadway and

It is believed that the rock on which the 
conferrees split was the price at which the 
company should take over the plants of 
some of its members. Some of them are 
not considered by the trade to be in the 
most flourishing condition, and a differ 
ence of opinion @rose between their own- 
ers at the figure at which they will be ap- 
praised. None of the bakers would dis- 
cuss the matter last night, but it was said

St. Peter’s Roman Catholic Church in 
Barclay Street,-which has stood upon its 
present site for seventy-three years, 
without a single crack appearing in its 
gsranite walls, began to yield several weeks 
ago to the changing stresses beneath its 
foundation caused by a new skyscraper 
to the south and the vibrations of ele- 
vated trains along its westerly side on 
Church Street. 
Catholic church organized in this city. 

The present building, the second to be 
erected by the congregation, was de- 
ciared yesterday by the Building Depart- 
ment to be unsafe, after inspections made 
at intervals since Feb. 18. Its walls, 
where they are cracked and seamed and 
bulging near the southwest corner, were 
plastered over by the departmental in- 
spectors with little paper ‘* bandages.” 
These, described as a sort of “ first aid” 
for injured structwres, were really meant 
to tell how fast the cracks are opening. 

Some of the cracks are an inch or more 
wide. They run at intervals of from six 
to ten feet across the church’s west wall, 
forcing the most southerly windows out 
of plumb. One transom is cracked. 
Window ledges, built of heavier rock than 
the rest, had sagged more noticeabiy.

Th largest 
bulged area, six feet in diametér, with a 
central point about four inches beyond the 
building line, is just above the southern- 
most window.

GLAD HE’S OUT OF TROUBLE 








Thinks Newspapers and Magazines 
Should Handle All Public Officials 
a Little More Delicately. 





Richard Young, lately returned to the 
bosom of his—constituents in Flatbush, 
after serving them as Republican Repre- 
sentative from the Fifth District in the 
Sixty-first Congress, unburdened himself 
of some thoughts on public questions last 
night at the Hotel Astor, ‘where the Hide 
and Leather Association of New York 
Citv and vicinity held its eighth annual 
dinner. Among other things, Mr. Young 
rebuked the critics of men in public of- 
fice, 

‘‘T think our public servants would be 
much better, certainly much happier, if 
you should trust, encourage, and compli- 
ment them,” he said. ‘‘ Magazines and 
modern journals have done much more to 
discourage good men than to inspire 
nobler political action.”’ 

For his own part, Mr, Young has re- 
turned from Washington deeply impressed 
with the high character of the men who 
serve their constituents there. He had 
| found them, he said, far more devoted to 
the public interest’ than his reading of 
current political comment had led him to 
expect, and he gave great praise to the 
accomplishments of the legiSlative body 
of which he was a part. 

‘“You have heard it was a billion-dol- 
lar Congress,” he said, ‘‘and so it was, 
but do you know it has given the best 
and rmhost liberal government on earth at 
a cost of $10 per capita, while New York 
City governnient costs $35 per capita. 
Still the cry of extravagance goes on. 

‘‘People all over the land have raised 
the cry of the high cost of living and lay 
it to govermental action or inaction. 
Some say excessive prices arise from in- 
dustrial combinations and demand their 
dissolution. Others say it is due to ex- 
cessive prices of farm products, and many 
attribute it to the tariff, and the people, 
like Samson of old, in blindness pull 
down the pillars and overthrow the 
Government.”’ 

Mr. Young gave a list of illustrations 
of the high prices which the ultimate con- 
sumer must pay for the things he must 
have, but suggested that the tariff had 
little bearing on those prices. 

“T believe,” he said, ‘that we shall 
find the secret of the high cost of living 
measurably in cold storage and largely in 
the cold greed of the transportation com- 
panies and the middlemen.” 

For all the cry and criticism the com- 
mon folk of the country are pretty com- 
fortably fixed, and remarkably so when 


surrounding them in other lands. Mr. 
Young expressed himself as pleased that 
such as the case. 

‘* Our working people think that nothing 
is too good for them in the way of dress,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ and I am glad to see our people 
well dressed and well fed, but I should like 
to see more thrift among them.’’ 

Mr. Young was also glad, he said, that 
he was not a candidate for re-election, 
and so now free to lead his own life, as 
he put it. He had been set down on the 
programme of the evening as one who 
should speak on ‘‘ The Leather Trade: 
Past, Present, and Prospective.’’ 

Controller Prendergast was also a 
speaker, and he had the time of his life 
with the subject ‘‘ Our City and Its Prob- 
lems,’’ under which head he talked ot 
dock privileges, water front facilities, 
freight handling, subways, congestion, 
and immigration. He said the first sub- 
way bricks would be laid if ‘‘ they ever 
stopped talking about it.’’

Philadelphia and Boston Beaten 
in Record Time for Mile at 
Pastime A. C. Sports. 





With the one-mile intercity relay race, 
in which Philadelphia, Boston, New 
York furnished the teams as prin- 
cipal attraction, the Pastime A. C. games 
in Madisen Suuare Garden last night fur- 
nished eacitement enough to satisfy the 
most exacting. 

The result showed the metropolitan 
team the winners in. world’s record indoor 
time—3:25 1-5bB—with the Quaker City four 
second, twenty yards back, and the Hub 
quartet a like distance still further to the 
rear.

Although a raft, of good competition 
led up to the relay, every one was on tip- 
toe when it was called. The makeup of 
the fours was: Philadeiphia—Hough, 
Ramsdell, Haydock, and Mercer; Boston.

York—Dorland, Rosenberger, Sheppard, 
and Gissing. On paper and from any 
standpoint the last-named four looked by 
far the classiest of the bunch, but, as 
was argued, relay racing is peculiar, and 

‘many looked for a turn-up. 

Hovgh went away in the van for the 
Philadelphia outfit, but his stay as pace- 
maker was short-lived, Dorland immedi- 
ately outrunning him up the back stretch, 
with Lester for Boston several yards off. 
They maintained this order until the last 
turn, where Hough came through strong- 
ly, sprinting to Ramsdell, to whom he 
handed a two-yard lead. 

The intercollegiate champion maintained

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MR. TAFT AND PEACE. 
“Twice within the last twelve months 
the President of the United States has 


momentous than any one thing that any 
statesman in his position has ventured 
€o say before.”” These were the words 
of Sir ’EHpwarp Grey, Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs in the British Govern- 
ment, vised in the House of Commons 
oh Monday. We quote Sir EDWARD'S 
summary of the statements of Mr. 
Tart, to which allusion is thus made: 
Mr. Tart recently made the state- 
ment that he does not see personally 
any reason why matters of National 
honor should not be referred to a court 
of arbitration. He has also expressed 
the opinion that if the United States 
could negotiate a positive agreement 
with some other nation to abide by the 
adjudication of an international ar- 
bitral court on every question that 
could not be settled by negotiation, no 
matter what was involved, a long step 
forward would be taken. 

Here we have the broad general 
statement that all international differ- 
ences can be settled by judicial deter- 
mination. Then we have the specific 
suggestion of an agreement between two 
powerful nations to refer all their dif- 





ferences to judicial determination. Fi- 


nally we have the definite and emphatic | 
statement of the British Foreign Min- | 


ister of his own view of British action: 


We have no proposal before us and 
unless public opinion rises to the 
height of discussing a proposal of that 
kind it cannot be carried out, But 
supposing two of the greatest nations 
of the world were to make it clear to 
the whole world by such an agreement 
that under no circumstances were they 
going to war again I venture to say 
that it would have a beneficent effect. 





The nations that made such an 
agreement might be exposed to attack 
from a third Power. This would prob- 
ably lead to their following with an 
agreement to join each other in any 
case where one of them had a quarrel 
with a third nation which had refused 
to arbitrate. 


We should be delighted to receive 


such a proposal. I should feel it some- 
thing so far reaching in its conse- 
quences that it required not only the 
signature of both governments but the 
deliberately decided sanction of Parlia- 
ment. That I believe would be ob- 
tained. 


Taken together, in their relation one to 
the other, and in the light of possible 
and probable results, these declarations, 
one by the President of the United 
States and the other by the British 
Foreign Secretary, speaking in the place 
of the British Premier, may rightly be 
regarded as the most important with 
regard to the maintenance of peace and 
the prevention of war that have been 
made within the last quarter of a cen- 
‘tury. They are not abstract forms of 
purely fiteoretic propositions. 
the deliberate utterances of responsible 
statesmen occupying the highest places, 
so far as concerns this subject, in their 
respective countries. They relate to an 
actual situation, and they outline prac- 
tical measures bearing on that situation 
and on a lasting policy for dealing with 
all 
Well may Sir Epwarpb GREY regard the 
steps taken by Mr. Tart in this direc- 
tion as “‘ momentous,” and it is to his 
great honor that he, with the assent 
of ‘the Government of which he is a 
member, has met these steps in a man- 
ner so candid, serious and cour- 
ageous. 

Sir Epwarp Grey is under no de- 
lusion as to the obstacles that lie in 
the path of any such policy as is sug- 
gested. Its adoption demands a great 
change in public sentiment, a difficult 
process of education of the public in- 
telligence. But the process is going on. 
One sign of it is that, at the close of 
the debate in the Commons, the House 
adopted by a vote of 276 to 56 a reso- 
lution, offered from the Liberal side, 
that the House would welcome the es- 
tablishment of international arma- 
ments, that is, the establishment of an 
international police force for the gen- 
eral maintenance of peace. It was in 
connection with this proposition that 
Sir Epwarp Grey spoke of the proba- 
bility that two nations undertaking not 
to go to war with each other would join 
in defending each other against attack. 
Obviously, such an arrangement would 
work far better if it included more than 
two Powers. If proposed between the 
United States and Great Britain, it 
would meet much resistance in both 
countries, and especially in our own, 
since the advantages would seem to be 
‘much greater for Great Britain. But 
the mere fact that the House of Com- 
mons, after a long debate, and with the 
express approval of the Government, 
should pass the resolution referred to is 
of great significance.

THE CAMORRA JURORS. 
Citizenship is undergoing a severe 
test at Viterbo, Italy. Theoretically, 
the standard of good citizenship is 
about the same all over the world. 
Everybody believes that civic duties 


sketched out a step in advance more | Should be performed without flinching, 


and at any sacrifice of personal comfort 
and gain. Nevertheless, in Viterbo, 
doubtless, as in Madison and Brattle- 
boro, (not vainly to drag in New York,) 
there are citizens who contrive to shirk 
jury duty as there are others who fre- 
quently manage to avoid some of their 
share of taxation. But in Viterbo citi- 
zens are shirking jury duty for no ordi- 
nary reason. 

The eyes of the world are on the jury 
box in that old church transformed into 
a court. Eight men sat there yester- 
day when the court adjourned, and it is 
hoped that the remaining four will be 
obtained to-day. But the indispogition 
of Viterbo citizens to sit on that jury is 
general, and it is not attributed by 
anybody to disregard of clvic duty. 
The jurymen in the trial of the Camor- 
rists already know much about the evil 
power of the Camorra, the mysterious 
facility with which many who have op- 
posed it have been put out of the way, 
and they expect to hear much more 
blood-curdling evidence to the same ef- 
fect as the trial proceeds. Each of the 
jurors will feel himself a marked man. 
Thirty-four pairs of eyes will watch 
him from the prisoners’ cage. The tra- 
dition of the Camorra is that those 
eyes once balefully fixed on an enemy, 
his doom is sealed. More than ordinary 
self-sacrifice is required of the Camorra 
trial jurors, and there is danger of a 
miscarriage of justice for this’ reason. 
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“FOLLOWING IN FATHER’S FOOT- 
STEPS.” 

The development of hydraulic and 
electric power is now in an early stage 
comparable to the development of 
transportation by steam and railways a 
generation or two ago. And it is to be 


remarked that the methods of financial 


promotion are strikingly similar to 
those which were so successful in the 
times of our fathers and grandfathers, 
and which are the subject of such 
heated protest amd official prosecution 


in our own times. For example, we 


‘have received the prospectus of an en- 


terprise for the development of a Mis- 
sissippi River water power about which 
we have no information except that 
which appears in the document itself. 
Incidentally it may be remarked that 
the promoters are respectable and suc- 
cessful. The enterprise could hardly 
hope for better backers, and if they 
cannot sell these securities it is doubt- 


ful that anybody can. These respect- 


able and responsible financiers offer a 


$1,000 bond for $875, and throw in two 
shares of common stock. This is the 
heinous capitalization of the future, the 
infamous watering of stock, which so 
many friends of the people assure us is 
betrayal of public interests. ‘It was in 
just this way that the country got its 
rgilways, and may or may not get its 
hydro-electric works. 

The terms of the Prospectus suffi- 
ciently indicate that the outlook is 
rather doubtful. The biggest and 
blackest figures do indeed set out earn- 
ings of $890,000 above dividends on the 
preferred, and this from the sale of 
less than the power hoped to be pro- 
duced. But the terms of subscription 
set out above sufficiently indicate that 
there are “outs” about the business 
which it is not the function of-the pro- 
moters to emphasize. The estimates 
may not be realized, the costs may he 
exceeded, there may be difficulty about 
selling the power if it is produced as 
reckoned. In short, it is a business 
risk, and the money is asked €or on 
business terms—a bond for most®f the 
cash, and stock which is easil?¥ and 
cheaply printed for the profits which 
are the bait for the speculative investor. 

What’s the harm? Who would suffer 
if the shares should pay 10 per cent., 
or 20 per cent.? The printing of the 
shares gives no power to levy tax or 
blackmail on the community. If there 
are any profits they can come only 
from the sale of power at prices which 
must be remunerative to the buyers, or 
they will not buy. Would it be good 
public policy to prevent these profits at 
the cost of preventing the public from 
benefiting by -the purchase of the 
power? If the temper of the present 
time had prevailed when the railways 
were built it is sure that we would 
have had fewer railways. That would 
have been a calamity, even if great 
fortunes have been made in the railway. 
business, and although scandals have 
beer associated with one phase or an- 
other of the business. In like manner 
we are persuaded that it more concerns 
the, public to have tlie opportunity to 
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waste since the creation of the world to 
this day, than that it should exercise 
its ability to prevent the making of 
fortunes by the sale of the power. The 
fortunes: are a mere incident. The im- 
portant thing is the creation and usé 
of the power. 

It is pettifogging to say that the 
power perhaps might be produced with 
smaller profits. It does not seem 80 
sure to those who know most about it, 
and who know very well why they offer 
such attractive terms. No railway can 
now offer equal inducements for capi- 
tal. The Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission has named its limit for divi- 
dends, and declared that earnings in 
excess should be applied to the reduc- 
tion of rates. Apparently it thinks that 
we are @ made country, and have rail- 
ways enough. The railway business is 
now so well established that money 
ought to flow into the old companies 
for a shade above mere mortgage inter- 
est. Whoever wants a higher return, 
or any speculative profit, must take 
something lke this power proposition. 
The terms denote it a speculative prop- 
osition, and whoever takes the risk has 
fair nottce that perhaps he is parting 
with the money which he places at the 
service of the community on those 
terms. If hereafter his profits should 
look large, would it be fair to treat 
him as railway shareholders now are 
treated? 
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PASSPORTS TO CANADA. 

Surely it is a natural thing for gen- 
tlemen from Chicago to want to go 
anywhere out of Chicago. But if they 
want to get into Canada they ought to 
put $50 apiece into their pockets. of 
course, that is no trouble for anybody 
from Chicago, but the omission to do 
so recently caused a regrettable inci- 
dent at Niagara Falls. Something in the 
appearance of the gentlemen from Chi- 
cago caused the officials charged with 
the duty of protecting the Dominion 
against undesirable immigrants to ask 
them why they wanted to go to To- 
ronto.

Not being able to do so they were 
turned back, in some embarrassment, 
as they had not provided funds for 
their return, and their tickets read in 
the other direction. 

Experienced tourists know that green- 
backs are necessary passports to Can- 
ada, but hitherto they have been asked 
from general travelers by others than 
offictals. Fifty dollars is about the price 
of a five-pound black bass, and “ from 
$100” is legal tender for a moose. 
The higher the range of values the less 
the indigntty of being sized up for a 
cheap guy by the ingenuous children of 
the woods and paddle. Those who have 
been there say that it is easier to show 
the price on entering Canada than re- 
turning from it. But that is aside from 
the main point, which is that no gen- 
tlemen from New York have been una- 
ble to enter Canada because they could 
not show $50. If Chicago rises to the 
occasion Ottawa may hear language 
better worth hearing than the naval 
debates in the Dominion Parliament, 
and Chicago could not ask for a better 
license to go as far as she likes. 
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LAYING UP TREASURES ABROAD. 

In February of last year we were im- 
porting more than we were exporting 
to a total for that month of $5,595,000, 
a sum not large in itself, but so unu- 
sual at that season that there was ne 
precedent for any adverse balance in 
that month for half a generation. This 
year we have an excess of exports of 
$54,230,183, a change of the currents 
of trade in a single month of over sixty 
millions of dollars. And this remarka- 
ble improvement concurs with a credit 
abroad on account of securities sold 
which has been estimated at from fifty 
millions of dollars upward. The items 
for February are not at hand, but it is 
known from the previous figures that 
eotton is the leading factor in the in- 
crease of our exports for eight months 
from $187,933,250 to $418,145,155 this 
year. But in the aggregate the growth 
of the non-agricultural exports exceeds 
the agricultural. Although our imports 
are smaller they remain at a full vol- 
ume, and the improvement of our bal- 
ance is due to a symmetrical growth of 
our exports, with especial encourage- 
ment where it is most needed, that is 
in our manufactures. 

Even more stimulating than the fig- 
ures is the fact that they are the re- 
sult of normal trade considerations. 
Last year’s 
because they were so abnormal that 
they indicated something like sacrifice 
on what we_were selling and extrava- 
gance and improvidence on what we 
were buying. This was the best mar- 
ket in the world to sell in and the 
worst to buy in. We are no longer 
everbidding in foreign markets, and we 
are reaching a basis where we are able 
to sell at the world’s prices. And the 
process {s going ahead just as though 
our men of business had no nerves or 
any perception that they ought to have. 
It is a repetition of the conditions in 
England, where, the politicians and 
pessimists ruin the country while trade 
proceeds at unprecedented volume. 
Similarly there are those among us 
who can tell us forty reasons why we 
ought to take thought for the morrow, 
and all the while our merchants are do- 
ing an actually good business and lay- 
ing the basis for even better. We are 
piling up cash and credits in bank and 
abroad at a rate which daily is putting 
a greater momentum behind the desire 
to do business. For a long time there 
has been no reason but politics against

It is not pleasant to be told, as Mr. 
HAMILTON WRIGHT, Federal Opium 
Commissioner, has told us, that ‘‘ Uncle 
Sam is the worst drug fiend in the 
world,””’ consuming yearly more opium 
than China or any other nation. The 
United States uses’500,000 pounds an- 
nually in one form and another, a hun- 
dredfold more than is prescribed by 
physicians. Mr. Wrieut judges that 
“at least one druggist out of every ten 
exists by means of profits from the 
sale of habit-forming drugs, of which, 
of course, opium and its derivatives are 
most important.” | 

That is why we fear that Assembly- 
man BoyYLan’s bill, No. 983, to amend 
the Public Health law with respect to 
the sale of hypodermic syringes and 
needles, will not pass. It provides that 
none of these instruments for thé in- 
jection of opiates shall be disposed of 
at retail without the written order of a 
duly licensed physician or veterinarian, 
and that each sale shall be registered 
with the name and address of the 
buyer. We hope that the bill will sur- 
vive the powerful but secret opposition 
that it will meet in the Legislature, 
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We invite the attention of Chairman 
Groren W. PERKINS of the Inter-State 
Palisades Park Commission to the let- 
ter, printed elsewhere, from Mr. 8. 
Woop McCuLave, a member of the 
original Palisades Commission, which 
worked nobly and effectually for the 
acquirement of the Inter-State Park. 
Mr. McCLavm complains that his let- 
ter of inquiry to the Secretary of the 
present Commission has for nearly a 
year remained unanswered. The ques- 
tion it contains is pertinent and of 
public moment. It merits a courteous 
reply.

One of the young women 
protests that the programme of a recep- 
tion on the evening of the ball, followed 
by dancing from the hours of 11 P. M. to 
3 A. M., were not conducive to that re- 
pose which should precede a day of schol- 
arly pursuits; in fact, that preparations 
anticipatory to the event and its conse- 
quences were apt to make the students 
more than a bit forgetful that the side- 
shows of college life were not the matin 
tent. A recent issue of The Barnard 
Bulletin eontains a rejoinder from an- 
other Junior, who testifies that ‘‘as re- 
gards my personal experience at the ball, 
all of the girls and their ‘men’ whom I 
met, especially during the second half, 
regretted that we could not dance until 
4 instead of 8!” 

This, of course, is a matter quite within 
the control of the Faculty of Barnard. 
It is our impression that at young Wwo- 
men’s colleges generally such elaborate 
and prolonged ‘‘functions”’ are not per- 
mitted. At Wellesley, which, despite the 
rather silly press dispatches that have 
recently appeared about that institution, 
is an earnest and well-conducted college 
of young women, balls are not permit- 
ted, and such inter-class hops and dances 
as the Faculty allows are over before 10 
o’clock, the curfew hour in the dormit- 
tories. But it is urged that Barnard has 
many students who live at a distance 
from the college halls; that to begin a 
Junior Ball before 9 o'clock would give 
them little time after the close of col- 
lege exercises to go home, dine, dress, 
and return. The ball might be omitted 
or made simpler. Surely, a subordina- 
tion of the social activities of the college 
to its purpose of educating the young 
women were fitting. They need not spend 
whole nights in merriment. But we are 
open to conviction on this important 
matter, and we would receive suggestions 
pro and con with judicial gravity.

Thinks It Is Not a Good Text for the 
Suffragists. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The tickets of admission to the mass meet- 
ing at Cooper Union, March 13, bore across 
their faces in bold capitals: ‘* Save the Courts 
for the People.’’ 

It was a call for a mass meeting to protest 
against the bill that would substitute the elec- 
tion of Judges for their appointment. I was not 
Surprised to see that an anti-suffragist presid- 
ed, and that many anti-suffragists were on the 
platform, but I cannot understand how a 
learned gentleman who spoke could possibly 
work in an argument for woman suffrage in 
the course of his speech. Nor can I under- 
stand how one of the leaders of the suffrage 
movement could appear for a cause which 
upholds the s0-called- ‘*‘ indirect’’ method of 
woman’s influence rather than the so-called 
‘‘direct’’ method of voting. How can these 
leaders square the apparent contradiction that 
the courts will be lost to the people if they 
vote™g€or the Judges, but that everything is 
lost to women if they do not vote for every- 
thing else? When the suffrage leader claimed 
that for men to elect Judges would affect dis- 
astrously the weakest and most unprotected 
class, she certainly paid no compliment to that 
wonderful power of the ballot which is sup- 
vosed to be ‘‘ the one weapon in the hands of 
the unprotected classes.’’ 

How could a suffragist listen calmly to one 
of the speakers say, (amid great applause;) 
‘*They say bring the courts back to the peo- 


bamboozlers of the people.’’ 

What! is it not treason to suggest that a 
voter, a real, responsible, powerful voter can 
be bamboozled? I thought it was only the 
poor, defenseless women would could be bam- 
boozled because they have no vote! 

The whole admirable protest against the 
Ripper bill was right !n line with the most 
advanced thought of the anti-suffragists, who 
believe in purifying polttics by keeping some 
things entirely out of politics. They do not 
belleve that the way to shake the grip of poll- 
ticians on society is to plunge every activity 
of soclety into the sphere of politics. They 
believe that women can be an influence for 
good if- they are not dragged into the morass 
of partisanship. Strange spectacle that, of 
suffrage leaders trying to purify the courts 
by the methods that in their minds have stulti- 
fied women. Keep both Judges and women, say 
I (and every anti will shout Amen!) away from 
politics, ANNIE NATHAN MEYER.

Representatives of associations inter- 
ested in the praqmotion of the recreations 
of the city met yesterday afternoon in 
the home of Eugene A. Philbin, Presi- 
dent of the Parks and Playgrounds As- 
sociation, 63 West Fifty-second Street, 
to consider the formation of a federation 
to organize public efforts in this direc- 
tion. Among the 150 persons present were 
representatives such societies as the 
Association for Improving the Condaition 
of the Poor, Playground Association of 
America, City Club, Women’s Municipal 
League, Municipal Art Society, Public 
Education Association, Public Schools 
Athletic League, Neighborhood Workers’ 
Association, Committee on Amusements 
and Vacation Resources of Working Girls, 
New York Child Welfare Committee, St. 
George’s Parish, Charity Organization 
Society, and Russell Sage Foundation. 

Park Commissioners Stover and Higgins, 
Samuel Parsons, landscape archftect to 
the Park Board; Alderman Alexander S. 
Drescher, Chairman of the Aldermen's 
Park Committee, and Howard Bradstreet, 
former Supervisor of Playgrounds, were 
also present. Mr. Philbin presided. 

On motion of ex-Magistrate Ommen it 
was resolved that a federation of asso- 
clations interested in recreation be formed, 
and the Chairman was instructed to nom- 
inate @ committee to draw up a consti- 
tution.

THE PALISADES ROUTE. 


Why Not Run It Through New York’s 
Strip of the Park? 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

My attention has been called to the article 
on the Palisades Park in THmp Times of March 
1, referring particularly to the intention of 
the Commissioners to turn the road from the 
river at the southerly line*of Mrs. Lawrence's 
property, and, I believe, not to continue the 
park thfough the slope of the Palisades in 
New York State beyond that point, which is 
practically the State line. As a member of 
the original commission which brought the two 
States into an agreement by which each ghould 
contribute the face of the cliffs and the slope 
underneath Yor a public park, and by opening 
this undisturbed bit of nature with a roadway 
from Fort Lee in New Jersey to Piermont 
Creek. in New York State should make acces- 
sible this fourteen miles of cliffs and river to 
the crowded denizens of our city and its sub- 
urbs, I am more than ordinarily interested in 
seeing this agreement fairly carried out. 

While it would be an ynpardonable sacrifice 
of the rights of the people to be deprived of 
the enjoyment of the three miles of park and 
roadway from the State line to Piermont 
Creek in New York, the sti! more serious 
question is involved in the breach of faith on 
the part of the State of New York itn not car- 
rying out her part of the &greement. This is 
embodied in the act of the Legtslature creat- 
ing the present Palisades Commission, and 
giving it authority to acquire the land itn New 
York from the State line to Plermont Creek, 
and to build a road through It. 

With identically the same authority eranted 
to the Commissioners by each State, they have 
taken all of the eleven miles lying in New 
Jersey. As I have been officially informed by 
their Secretary, the road is not to be continued 
through the territory underneath the cliffs in 
New York. Presumably the park itself is to 
go no further. 

I append hereto a copy of the letter of inquiry 
which I sent to Mr. J. Du Pratt White, Secre- 
tary, on April 20, 1910, which has not up to 
the present time been answered. 

As the continuance of the park in New York 
as well as in New Jersey is of considerable 
public interest, perhaps THE TIMES may elicit 
a reply and obtain the desired information as 
to what is the intention of the Commissioners, 
which they certainly are not disposed to give 
to a private individual.

Sir: I have before me the official map of 
the Palisades Commission, the original of 
which was sent by the Governor In a mes- 
sage to the Legislature, showing the pro- 
posed Hudson-Fulton Boulevard running at 
the foot of the Palisades along the river 
through the Inter-State Park from Fort Lee 
to Piermont Creek, as was intended in the 
original act of 1900. I have also your of- 
ficial statement that it is not the intention 
to so run the boulevard, but to turn it 
away from the river at or about the State - 
line, and not to-continue it through the 
Palisades slope in the State of New York. 

This statement of yours has been con- 
firmed by a report from the office of your 
engineer, to whom you referred me in your 
letter of Feb. 19. 

Will you kindly inform me which is to be 
the way the road Is to run? A question of 
such public interest should not be permitted 
to remain in doubt.

Proposed Reciprocity Between 
Canada and British Islands 
May Cut Into It. 








RICH LOAF ALREADY CUT 





By Withdrawal of McKinley Plan That 
Lowered Sugar Duties in Return for 
Preferences on American Goods, 





BARBADOS, B. W. I., March 5. 

While the question of reciprocity in trade 
or, more carfully stated, in reductions in 
customs duties between the big Republic 
in the north and her young but virile 
cousin further north flying the British 
flag, is attracting a large share of the 
attention of the civilized world and fast 
becoming an international one, a smaller 
but very important point to some inter- 
ests is looming up in the effect on ex- 
isting trade between the United States 
and the British West Indies, as it stands 
to be affected by the scheme of mutual 
prefegence between Canada and the isle 
ands recommended by the West Indo- 
Canadian Commission, which recently rée 
ported. 

Reciprocity under the McKinley tariff 
scheme resulted in the development ‘and 
expansion of trade along several then 
new lines @etween the West Indies (Brit- 
ish) and the United States. .American 
boots and shoes, which were favored, 
came into notice, and have in certain 
grades maintained their position as @ 
leading requirement of those markets, to 
the exclusion of European-made goods, 
which would otherwise have been sup- 
plying the demand, as had hitherto been 
the case. Other kinds of manufactured 
goods could be instanced as having been 
first introduced under that tariff, which 
favored American producers while prace- 
tically penalizing European, and mainly 
British, suppliers. Some have been able 
to keep their hold of the markets on even 
terms as to duties: others have dropped 
out when deprived of the advantage of 
a favore& position under the import 
tariffs. 

These islands then sent their sugar 
crops almost entirely to the United States 
ports, the advantage under reciprocity 
being sufficiently ample to outweigh any 
apparent difference in markets elsewhere, 
The business to merchants, brokers and 
others in the United States arising from 
this source was of appreciable value. 

With the acquisition of the Philippines 
and the reciprocal arrangement with 
Cuba the discontinuance of the favored 
position for the British West Indies be- 
came a political exigency of some impor- 
tance, and the tariff amenities came to 
an end. 

Canada thereupon some time after of- 
fered a preferential tariff to West Indian 
sugars and sugar products, which, while 
at first very disappointing to West In- 
dian producers, has had the effect of 
making that country the market for @ 
very large proportion cf these sugar 
crops. Some New York mercantile houses 
have opened branches in Montreal and 
Halifax, presumably to retain their hold 
on the business which had been theirs 
when these crops were sold in the United 
States. ~ r 

The whole proposition of reciprocity or 
preferential arrangements between Cane 
ada and the British West Indies, em- 
bracing as it must a very large propor- 
tion of the items now bought in the 
United States, is of some considerable 
importance to houses who have prac- 
tically confined their operations to the 
commission business with these islands, 
making very comfortable earnings there- 
from. Already one big Item, in fact the 
chief item, in exports, wheaten flour, is 
being very much affected by Canadian 
competition. ‘Thirty years ago there was 
none going direct to the islands; ten 
years ago it was only commencing; to-day 
a substantial proportion of the flour 
going into the West Indies is Canadian. 

The shipment of flour and other wheat 
products has been further competed for 
within the past twelve months by the 
Argentines; large steamers going up to 
New York, almost empty, have been giv- 
ing low fre:ghts to experimental shipe 
ments of flour, bran, pollard, &c., to 
Barbados, all of which have found a 
market. Such parcels going in for sale 
“on shippers’ account’’ are almost in- 
variably sold to the better advantage of 
the local traders than are ordered car- 
goes, as go from the north, and will 
undoubtedly lead to a shure of the -trade 
going in this direction, thus estabiishing 
a regular business. 

There are only two important items of 
export to the islands which do not stand 
to be affected by possible reciprocal 
arrangements on duties between them and 
Canada, viz., pitch pine lumber and pe- 
‘roleum products; neither of these need 
iInuch caring for, they stand in such a po- 
sition as to take care of themselves.- 
There is, however, a long list of other 
items, representing a very respectable 
capital value and appreciable profit or 
commission to the middle man, which 
would be affected and mean loss of busie 
ness to United States citizens if no active 
steps be taken to grapple with the situa- 
ion. 

The operation of the preference on 
sugars in making the amount of the pref- 
erential reduction of duty mainly a profit 
for the pocket of the Canadian sugar: 
refiner and not for the West Indian 
grower has not created a feeling of liking | 
for the Canadian as a business man, nor: 
for Canadian methods; and the recom- 
mendations for further preferential rela- 
tions have fallen flat in some cases, and, 
except at Demerara have been received int 
a very lukewarm manner. Elsewhere the 
Imperial and Colonial Governments, or a 
strong section of officials on both sides, 
appear to have taken up the subject of 
West Indo-Canadian trade relations on 
preference lines very strongly and may 
carry their views; the latest phase being’ 
a suggestion from the English Colonial 
office (on lines of the commission's re- 
port) that an appointment be made of @ 
representative to take charge of the in-, 
terests of West Indian traders to reside 
in the Dominion and co-ordinate the 
wishes and needs of the several islands 
so as to be embraceed in a uniform ar- 
rangement between the Dominion Govern- 
ment on the one side and the several isl- 
and governments on the other. 

The Barbados House of Assembly has 
already reported against such as anunnec.- 
essary expense on unrequired work, prac- 
tically. If the right man were secured for! | 
the position of representative or Commis-3 | 
sioner with the very strong influences one | 
the other side, without doubt the prefer-e ; 
ential arrangement would become an ate 
complished fact. The British Colonial Of- 
fice, however, does not show a vast 
amount of business ability in its methods, 
as witness the present fiasco over the 
mail contract, and it would occasion no 
surprise to see an appointment of one 
absolutely innocent of all knowledge of 
the history, conditions and requirements 
in the circumstances, whose wisest course 
would be to accept a decent retainer from 
an enterprising New York firm to report 
adversely and thereafter pose in @ come- 
fortable downtown office as manager, 
or other figurehead, at a good salary. 

The position is one, however, fra t 
with weighty consequences to United 
States trade and citizens, and while poli- 
ticians thrash out the pros and cons of 
the general question of reciprocity as be- 
tween the States and the Dominion, it 
would be well for those interested in bust- 
ness with the British West Indies to oon- 
sider how they stand to be affected indi- 
vidually, should reciprocity in tariffs be-_ 
come a settled matter between the islands 
and Canada. It would mean a further 
reduction in the slice of an already cut 
upon loaf to the West Indian commiss.

The Chicago Opera Company presented 
for the first time in America a new opera 
of a light genre at its performance last 
evening in the Metropolitan Opera House 
-—Ermanno Wolf Ferrari's. “Secret of 
Suzanne.”” This little ‘‘intermezzo," as 
the composer has called it, served as a 
“curtain raiser,”’ in the theatnical slang, 
for Massenét’s ‘‘Le Jongleur de Notre 
Dame,” which formed the main portion of 
the evening’s entertainment. | 
“The Secret of Suzanne,’ 
first produced in Munich in 1909, is little 
more than a farce, set to music. It is in 
one act, and the original of it is to be 
found in French. In more than the de- 
scriptive title of “‘ intermezzo,”’ which the 
composer has given it, this mirthful little 
piece suggests an earlier period In Italian 
opera, that of the development of the 
opera buffa; long before the young Ital- 
fan school came to the fore, with its bur- 
den of realistic tragedy, and its music of 
sultry passion. Wolf Ferrari has as little 
as possible in common with the ruling 
spirits of Italian dramatic music of the 
present time. He looks rather backward 
to a different sort of ideal. And yet his 
act is modern in its nature and essence, is 
full of modern resource, and of modern 
expression. It has freshness and spirit, 
rnd, most of all, it is in a true comic vein. 
Nothing could be slighter than the 
‘heme of “‘ The Secret of Suzanne.’’ Count 
Sil and Countess Suzanne are newly mat- 
ried. Suzanne is a devotee of the cigar- 
ette; and the jealous Gil, becoming aware 
of the fragrance of cigarete smoke in the 
»ouse, attributes it to the presence of a 
lover of his wife. His wife imagines his 
perturbation to be due to his hatred of 
tobacco; and her excuses for what she 
regards as a most venial sin—which, as 
she doesn’t name it, he still considers to 
be her harboring of a rival to his affec- 
tions—astonish and enrage him to a fury. 
He tracks the unknown disturber of his 
domestic peace by the odor of the to- 
baceo smoke, believing himself to be hot 
upon the trail, till suddenly the secret is 
disclosed. The Count has not the least 
objection to cigarette smoking, and the 
restoration of peace in the family is in- 
stantaneous and accompanied by _ the 
burning of tobacco by the couple and 
their servant, Sante, whe has taken part 
in the action of this drama but has had 
nothing to sing or to say. 

Wolf Ferrari’s.music is charmingly me- 
lodious, wholly appropriate to the theme, 
accompanying and illustrating the prog- 
ress of the action and the changing gusts

ing, while giving the-joy that players 
and producers iove. 

Nor was all this difficult to comprehend. 
For ‘“ Thais’’ blends at once the very 
qualities to make a drama and a spectacle. 
Mr. Wilstach, like the lMbrettists of the 
opera, found, then, richness of story, of 
characters, and environfment ready to his 
hand. And he had enough skill to mould 
them into a play that should have form 
and substance and be a medium of appeal. 
That he has not turned out a prose or 
poetic masterpiece need not give him such 
very great concern. We have seen poetic 
masterpleces fail—fail at exactly .the 
points where this dramatic version of the 
play is likely to succeed. For its texture 
is at least of the: kind which admits the 
player into partnership in the-result, and 
fortunately in this instance the right kind 


of players happened to be ready for the 
work. 

It was, in fact, a night of deserved per- 
sonal triumph for Miss Constance Collier 
and Tyrone Power, and it is to them 
that the success of the experiment is in 
orn eet ie easure due. 

aites’s production is lavish, it is 
generally in beautiful taste and harmony, 
it has been stage managed with admirable 
skill and feeling. But when all is said 
and done, without these two splendid 
players to make the major figures yital 
the result would have been in doubt. 

What promises to make “ Thais” fur- 
ther appealing as a general entertainment 
is the alarity the story gains by its pre- 
sentation in a familiar tongue, and with 
only so oleh music as properly serves 
to underline the action in important 
places and give the whole a sort of added 
atmosphere. Incidental music ts so often 
a hindrance rather than an aid that one 
would rather do without it. But in this 
respect excellent ipegment has prevailed. 

At this late day it scarcely necessary 
to go into lengthy details of the familiar 
tale ef the visions of the anchorite, of 
his quent for a soul, of his transformation 
of the eourtesan to saint, of his own 
temporary abandonment to the passion he 
had hitherto assailed, and ef his final 
debt to her. he first act reveals the 
Theban Desert, stretching far out into 
the night, the vast plain broken here and 
there by jutting crags, with twinkling 
stars illumining the azure pall. 

Here and there the poor huts of the 
hermits, from whence they are presently 
to come to hear the story of Daniel’s 
vision, whieh you have previously seen, 
and to deplore his departure for Alex- 
andria. To eontrast with this splendidly 
somble picture, the next scene shows the 
Marble Terrace before Thais's place 
eopled and enlivened by the slaves an 
fancing girls, the young nobles, friends of 
Niclas, who presently arrives to meet his 
old friend Daniel, to give him garments 
in which to enc nter Thais, and to make 
a jest of what he belleves to be-the her- 
mit’s passion. 

A sumptuous piecture this, full of life 
and movement and variety, but giving 
wavy in the next act to one of even greater 
richness and solidity in the scene of the 
Temple ef Leve in Thais’s garden, where 
the Hermit, first spurned and turned 
away, is ultimately recalled to resist 
temptation and to win his spiritual victory 
for the woman.

She passes easily and with com- 
plete illustion into fitful gusts of anger, 
or softer plaintivee sentiment, colorin 
each speeéh and action with variety o 
utteranee and with movement that is 
grace incarnate, She is a lively picture 
te jook upen in this réle, and in her cage 
one does not ask for silence lest illustien 
be destroyed. 

The producers have been fortunate, too, 
in finding an actor of Mr. Tyrone Pow- 
ers's qualities for the r&le of Daniel. His 
performanee of the anchorite is jarge in 
outline, hereie and noble in propertions, 
and highly impressive in its genera] effect. 
Mr. Powers’s one besetting fault has al- 
ways been his seeming inability to vary 
the key of his performance to suit the 
mood, and here again there are sugges- 
tions of this defeet, But on the whole, it 
is an acting achievement of great depths 
of reeling and could not easily be dupli- 
cated 

Te the réle of Niclas, Mr. Arthur Forrest 
brings the results of long experienee, and 
he is generally well in the sllecessive pic- 
tures and the action. His playing is well 
tuned to the meaning of the réle. For the

WILL NOT CHOOSE PRESIDENT 








His Family Forced Him to Change His 
Arrangement with Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co.—Directors Elected, 





Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., March 14.—George J. 
Gould, although consenting to retire from 
active railroad work, to-day retained 
control of the Missouri Pacific and the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern, de- 
spite forecasts to the contrary. Nine 
Gould Directors were elected to the Mis- 
souri Pacific board at the St. Louis meet- 
ing, and ten to the Iron Mountain board, 
while Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the Rockefeller 
interests, the Sage interests and Das 
Deutsche Bank jointly elected only four 
Directors in the Missouri Pacific and 
only one in the Iron Mountain. 

Three of the Directors of the Missouri 
Pacific, which is the dominatng corpora- 
tion, will, it is understood, tender their 
resignations in a few weeks, when the 
board probably will be made up of Gould 
representatives and as many representa- 
tives of the opposition, with the new 
President holding the neutral vote. 

The understanding between the Goulds 
and the group headed by Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. contemplates that the Goulds shall 
retain stock control of the property, but 
that George J. Gould will relinquish act- 
ive supervision. The Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
group will select the new President, who 
will be acceptable to the Goulds and all 
parties concerned will have a voice in 
the management. 

Essentially the result of the election is 
a victory for Miss Helen Gould and Frank 
Jay Gould, who are represented in the 
board by R. Lancaster Williams of Bal- 
timore. These members of the family 
threatened to oppose George Gould if he 
relinquished control of the railroad, and 
thereupon George Gould formed a@ new 
agreement with Kuhn, Lceb & Co. and 
their allies. 

Through the new agreement Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. and their associates obtain suf- 
ficient power to assert authority in the 
actual management of the properties, to 
supervise the expenditure of money for 
improvements, and, in general, to safe- 
guard the welfare of those to whom they 
sell securities. The Goulds, on the other 
hand, maintain their stock control, and 
Miss Helen and Frank are represented in 
the board, as well as George and Edwin 
Gould. 

The new board of the Missouri Pacific 
comprises George J. Gould, who will be 
Chairman; Fred T. Gates, representing 
the Rockefellers; Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
representing Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; T, E. 
Jeffery, representing George J. Gould; 
Paul M. Warburg, representing Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co.; Edwin Gould, Edgar L. Mar- 
ston of Blair & Co., a friend of George 
J. Gould; E. D. Adams, representing Das 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin; E. B. Pryor, 5S. 
F. Pryor, and Charles S. Clarke of St. 
Louis, representing Miss Helen and Frank 
Jay Gould, and numerous independent 
stockholders. 

The board of the St. Louis, Iron Mount- 
ain & Southern consists of George J. Gould, 
J. J. Slocum, representing the Sage in- 
terests; Kingdon Gould, Frank Jay Gould, 
Edward T. Jeffery, R. M. Gallaway, How- 
ard Gould, B. Nicoll, Jay Gould, C. §&. 
Clarke, and O. L. Garrison, representing 
the Goulds. E. C. Simmons and B. F. 
Edwards of St. Louis, although not allied 
with any group, were put in the board by 
George J. Gould. 

J. Slocum, the Sage representative, 
was dropped from the Missouri Pacific 
board, and so were O. L. Garrison and W. 
K. Bixby of St, Louis. C. §. Clarke will 
resign when the new President is elect- 
ed, and so may E. B. and 8. F. Pryor. 

It was announced that several of the 
Directors were elected temporarily, and 
will resign when plans now being worked 
out by George J. Gould and Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. are perfected. The Directors will 
meet in New York and elect officers. The 
new Presiden! i1as not been chosen. 

The Executive Committee probably_will 
consist of George J. Gould, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Fred T. Gates, Edward T. Jef- 
fery, E. D. Adams, Paul M. Warburg, 
and the President, The Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
group expect to dominate the road 
through the Executive Committee, leav- 
ing the stock control with the Goulds.

As several independent voters cast their 
ballots for Mr, Williams he ran ahead of 
the ticket.

The slate originally devised by Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. and George J. Gould was not 
elected. The Kuhn, Loeb & Co. interests 
feared until Saturday that George J.

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MUST RETURN LETTER BOOK. 


Plea It Might Incriminate Fails to 
Save Wireless Company President. 


Christopher Columbus Wilson, indicted 
President of the United Wireless Tele- 
Zraph Company, was ordered yesterday 
by Supreme Court Justice Gerard to re- 
turn to the Directors of the company its 
letter copy book. Wilson sought to re- 
tain possessien of the book on the ground 
that it contains matter which may in- 
criminate him. The Directors of the com- 
pany are in contempt of the Federal 
courts for not producing the book. 

Wilson attacked the application by the 
Directors for a mandamus as insincere. 
He said it was made to aid the Govern- 
ment in prosecuting him, and that the 
Directors had no right to the book, which 
he had paid for and which contained his 
personal correspondence. These two con- 
tentions, Jusiice Gerard holds, are imma- 
terial. 

In respect to Wilson’s contention that 
an order to compel him to give up the 
book would be an invasion of his consti- 
tutional rights, Justice Gerard said that 
though the courts have been very lenient 
in interpreting this provision, they have 
never yet held that a person wrongfully 


jn the posscssion of the property of an- 
other person or corporation may continue 
his wrongful possession because the 
restoration of the property to its owner 
would facilitate his conviction on a crim- 
inal charge. 


PROFANITY ON THE STAGE. 


Aldermen Won't Legislate Against, 
Saying Public Will Deal with Offense, 


The Aldermen discountenanced attempts 
to prohibit profanity on the stage by law 














by approving yesterday a report of their: 
Law Committee, in which it was stated; 
that public opinion could safely be trusted 
to deal with such offenses. The board had’ 
before it a proposed ordinance for the 
creation of a Board of Censors to pass 
upon all plays and another authorizing 
the revocation of the license of any thea- 
tre in which a play was produced in which 


“profane or vile language’”’ was used. | 


The committee’s report was on the latter | 
ordinance. It said: 


_ This proposed ordinance was undoubtedly 
Introduced in good faith, as a means of 
checking a habit of loose speech which has 
unconsciously grown among a people ad- 
dicted to the use of slang, and which is 
typified by those whose writings are por- 
trayed upon the theatrical stage for public 
amusements. But such parts of speech may 
not be considered as coming within the defi- 
nition of profane swearing as being irrev- 
erent toward holy things, or in manifest or 
implied contempt of things held sacred. 

Since the handing down of the Third 
Commandment on Mount Sinai, it has been 
unlawful to violate the name of God by 
irreverence, and the deep respect for all 
things holy is so inoculated in all the peo- 
ples of the earth professing a belief in the 
teachings of the Bible, that any public pro- 
fanity, particularly on the stage, would be 
instantly halted by the weight of public 
disapproval. 


MUST ‘SEAL’ ICE CREAM CANS. 


Dealers Besiege Weights and Meas- 
ures Bureau to Comply with the Law. 











Traffic in West Forty-ninth Street, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth Avenues, was 
practically blocked all day yesterday on 
account of the rush of ice-cream dealers 
to the headquarters of the Mechanical Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Weights and 
Measures to have their cans ‘ sealed’”’ as 
to their true measure. 

So great was the congestion that the 
Bureau of Incumbrances of the Borough 
President’s office filed a complaint with 
Weights and Measures Commissioner 


Walsh, but he informed the bureau that 
the work must proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible and that the applicants could not be 
turned away. The rush season in the 
trade begins soon, and the dealers are 
anxious to comply with the law before 
that time. 

The Commissioner issued an order re- 
cently under an opinion from the Cor- 
poration Counsel that all the ice-cream 
cans used in the city must be ‘“ sealed ’”’ 
in the same manner as other kinds of 
measures and scales. 


INCREASE IN LOAN CO. ASSETS 


$3,825,733 Greater Than at the Begin- 
ning of 1910, Says Cheney’s Report. 


ALBANY, March 14.—The State Bank- 
ing Department for the first time in many 
years makes no special recommendations 
in its annual report relative to savings 
and loan associations. Supt. Cheney stat- 
ed that the new law, which went into 
effect on Jan. 1, should have a fair trial 
first. The report, which was presented 
in the Legislature to-day, has nothing but 
praise for the new statute. 

‘The associations in all sections of the 
State have made unusual progress during 
the past year,’’ says the report. ‘‘ At the 
close of 1910 the reported assets of such 
associations were $3,825,733 greater than 
at the beginning. There was an increase 
in membership of 10,565, and an increase 
ae number of shares issued of 93,- 
081.’’ 

Supt. Cheney declares that savings and 
loan associations play a far more impor- 
tant part in the economy of the State 
than would be indicated in a statement of 
comparative resourges. At present there 
are associations in fifty-four out of the 
sixty-one counties.

OPPOSE NEW FRANCHISE ACT. 


Civic Bodies Don’t Want Them for 
Exclusive Use of Applicants. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 14. — Assemblyman 
Donnelly’s bill, giving sweeping powers to 
the Board of Estimate of New York City, 
enabling it to grant temporary franchises 
for bridges, tunnels, sidings, and spur 
tracks for the exclusive use of individuals 
and corporations, was opposed before the 
Senate Cities Committee to-day by rep- 
resentatives of several civic bodies. The 
general criticism was that the powers 
Siven were too broad and that the bil! 

Was unconstitutional. 

Among those who opposed the bill were 
J. O. Hammitt, Secretary of the Citizens’ 
Union; Harold A. Coparn of the West En@ 
Association, and the American Society of 
Landscape Architects; Frederick H. Cox 
of the United Civic Associations of the 
Borough of Queens, and Beverly R. Rob- 
inson, representing Edward F. Hatfield. 
Mr. Hatfield fought the granting of the 
franchise under existing law, and his con- 
tention was sustdined by the Court of 
Appeals. 

Edward McGoldrick, Assistant Corpora. 
tion Counsel, representing the New York 
City sovernment before the Legislature, 
spoke in support of the measute. He ex- 
plained that the bill was framed by all 
the members of the Board of Estimate, 
and said that in the interest of commerce 
the board should have the power which 
the bill would confer. 

It was suggested that the bill should 
contain a provision for a court review of 
the proceedings of the board in connec- 
tion with the granting of franchises, and 
that the proposed law should require that 
the consent of property owners affected 
Should be obtained before any privileges 
under the law are granted. It was stated 
that these and other amendments would 
be considered by the es Committee be- 
fore action is taken on the bill. 

The Donnelly bill provides that fran- 
chises for private purposes may be grante- 
ed for terms of not more than ten years 
at a rate of compensation to be fixed by

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—After a morning of 
the wheat market turned strong, advancing 
late, closing at about the best prices of the 
day and at a net gain of *% to ic. The cables 
were very steady and for several dayg Wurope 
has been showing a hardening tone. The Eu- 
ropean visible showed a small increase against 
large increases last week and last year. The 
receipts were small West, while the shipments 
from the interior were of good volume. There 
were exports of 183,000 bushels of wheat from 
Philadelphia and the American visible showed 
a loss of 2,151,000 bushels in the United 
States following a loss of 2,053,000 bushels the 
preceding week.

A report 
from @ crop expert who has been making an 
inspection ef Kansas claimed a loss of 10 per 
cent. in the area this season with a loss in 
conditions compared with the Government De- 
cember figures of 4% per cent. The Gov- 
ernment December figures pointed to a crop of 
88,700,000 bushels and the report on the present 
condition was figured as indicating from 76,- 
000,000 to 80,000,000 bushels. When the market 
turned to advance the offerings were rather 
quickly absorbed and prices advanced without 
much difficulty. Some improvement in milling 
demand was claimed, and the local mills were 
reperted to have bought about 100,000 bushels 
of hard wheat from Buffalo. Exporters were 
still out of the market. No. 2 red was quoted

No. 2 har inter, $1.014%, and No. 1 Mani- 
toba, $1.02%. a 
CORN.—There was considerable selling of 
}corn during the morning and prices declined 

under these offerings and reports of slow cash 
demand. Western receipts were, hOwever, small 
for the day and in two days have decreased 
about 700,000 bushels, while shipments have 
been excellent from the West and exports have 
been liberal. There was, however, an increase 
in Bradstreet’s figures of 660,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 922,000 bushels decrease the previous 
week. Late the market hardened ‘in sympathy 
with wheat and the close was at only a small 
net loss. No export business was reported.

Irregularity continued in the cotton market 
during yesterday's session, but it was evident 
that offerings iftcreased on the advance, and 
at the high level scored profits were attractive 
to many of the prominent longs. The close 


was at the low, with a good deal of selling 
by professional traders inspired somewhat by 
a& dispatch from Memphis predicting a bearish 
census report next Monday. It is difficult to 
conceive, however, whether it is the trend of 
the market that influences the character of 
advices received relative to the probable show- 
ing of the Census Bureau, or whether the dis- 
patches ifnfluence the market, as, while a 
strong tone was witnessed, there seemed to be a 
disposition to modify bearish crop views. 

The Liverpool cables accounted for the 
higher opening of from 4 to 9 points, with that 
market favorably affected by Neill’s figures 
estimating the crop at 11,750,000 bales. and 
minimum consumption at 12,250,000 bales. 
Manchester advices were also more encourag- 
ing, with a fair demand reported for both 
yarns and cloths. Foreigners were good buy- 
ers in the local future market, during the 
morning, taking approximately 15,000 bales, 
but this furnished the principal support, and 
when the demand was filled a heavier under- 
tone prevailed. Bears seemed encouraged by 
the action of bull interests in taking profits 
on their spread, which operations were easily 
discernible by the narrowin of the pre- 
miums. Reports of rains in different parts of 
Texas also had the effect of inducing sales, 
and while there were still complaints received 
from that State, and also from Georgia and 
Mississippi, there seemed to be less apprehen- 
sion. The average monthly precipitation for 
Texas was given by the Houston Weather Bu- 
reau for February at 2.77 inches, which ig .&88 
inches greater than the February moisture for 
over twenty years.

$12,500,000 in Notes to Pay for 
It Go to National City Bank 
and Guaranty Trust. 








PRICE IS $246 A SHARE 





Metals Company to Get $12,;300,000— 
it Has Paid $11,750,000 in Dividends 
—Stock Sold Recently at $375. 





The expected absorption by the Amal- 
zeinated Copper Company of the United 
Metals Selling Company, which has mar- 
keted the Amalgamated’s copper output 
since its organization in 1900, was ar- 
ranged for yesterday by the sale of $12,- 
300,000 5 per cent. Amalgamated Copper 
Company notes, which were purchased by 
the National City Bank and the Guaranty 
Trust Company. The notes are to run for 
two years and the proceeds will be used 
for the purchase of the United Metals 
Selling Company’s $5,000,000 capital stock. 
The Selling Company’s stock is valued at 
$246 a share, and if all of it {s turned in 
under the terms of purchase, soon to be 
announced by the Amaigamated, $12,300,- 
QUO will be required to absorb it. 

Although no formal announcement was 
made by the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany yesterday it is expected that, fol- 
lowing the plan used in the absorption by 
its subsidiary, the Anaconda Copper Min- 
ing Company, of all the operating compa- 
nies of the Amalgamated, the United 
Metals Selling will be liquidated and its 
business turned over to the Anaconda. The 
United Metals Selling Company has re- 
ceived @ commission from the sale of the 
Amalgamated’s output, and this selling 
business, supplemented by trade arrange- 
ments with varlous independent compa- 


nies, wes practically its only asset, ex- 
cept the Raritan Refinery which, a cou- 
ple of years ago, was disposed of to the 
Iniernational Smelting and Refining Com- 


any. 

The International Smelting and Refining 
Company, originally organized by the 
. Amalgamated interests as a rival to the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany, and which took over the contracts 
for smelting Utah Consolidated ores, has 
since developed a considerable custom 
business. The United Metals Selling Com- 
pany received for its Raritan plant 40,000 
shares of International Smelting and Re- 
fining stock, which were carried on its 
balance sheet of Dec. 31, 1910, at $4,000,- 
000. Its other assets on that date were 
cash and accounts receivable totaling $14,- 
029,499, and ‘‘ other investments’ placed 
at $202,000. Against these total assets of 
$18,231,499 were charged accounts pay- 
able of $7,270,779. 

The price paid for the Amalgamated 
short-term notes by the purchasing banks 
was not stated vesterday, but they are 
being offered at 9914 and interest, ‘‘ when 
and as issued.’’ They will be dated April 
1, 1911, and will mature April 1, 1913. It 
was stated vesterday that the entire issue 
had been oversubscribed. ' 

With capital and surplus of the United 
Metals Selling Company standing at $10,- 
960,718, it was estimated yesterday that 
the Dec. 31 balance sheet showed a book 
value of $220 a share, which, however, 
is increased to $246, bata ow is — po Pa 
the Amalgamated’s purchase price, wne 
it is eres ye that the $4,000,000 of In- 
ternational Smelting and Refining stock, 
carried at par has been selling around 
130, and that there are valuable consid- 
erations in unexpired contracts for sell- 
ing metals. 

The income of the United Metals Selling 
Company has been estimated at between 
$1,000,000 and $1,250,000 a year, and it has 
paid dividends for the last two years at 
%) per cent., calling for a disbursement 
of £7 000,000 to its shareholders. In 1907 
80 per cent. was — and prior to 1905 
dividends averaged 10 per cent. back to 
the year of incorporation, 1900, When 
the Raritan plant was sold a 50 per cent. 
cash dividend was-~ paid, representing 
$2,500,000 in cash received in addition to 
the International Smelting and Refining 
stock. 

Calculating the advantage to the Amal- 
gamated of absorbing the Selling Com- 
pany, Wall Street figured the saving to 
the Amalgamated on the difference be- 
tween the &625,000 fixed charge on the 
notes and the $1,000,000 paid annually in 
United Metals Selling dividends, and this 
was counted a net gain to the producing 
company of $375,000 a year. 

The United Metals Selling Company at 
its organization absorbed the copper busi- 
ness of the Lewisohn brothers, and the 
Lewisohn interests are credited with hold- 
ing close to 50 per cent. of its stock. The 
majority interest has been in the hands 
of the Amalgamated’s allies. The shares 
were underwritten at 100, and have been 
quoted recently at $875. In its ten years 
of existence the company has paid out in 
all $11,750,000 in dividends. 

There have been reports for more than 
a year of friction between the Lewisohn 
interests and Urban H. Broughton, son- 
in-law of the late H. H. Rogers, who has 
been general manager of the company. 
Mr. Broughton’s retirement was an- 
nounced Monday, and his resignation 
takes effect April 1.

The New Tariff Changes Rate on 
Flax Card Waste. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers yesterday made a ruling under 
the new tariff affecting a variety of flax 
waste commonly known as card waste. 
The protest is still in the name of 
Charlies H. Wood. In each cage the 
articles were assessed for duty under 
Paragraph 479 of the Tariff act of 1909, 
as “waste rot specially provided for in 
this section, 10 per cent. ad valorem.”’ 
The importers claim that the merchandise 
is free of duty in each instance under 
Paragraph 644 of the act, which among 
other things provides for paper stock 
waste and other articles 

Judge Somerville in his decision for the 
board, partly sustaining the protests, 
points out that the provision in the act

Relations between the street railroads 
and the City Government in the matter 
of street paving have developed a discus- 
sion among city officials, owing to the 
surprising fact that the cl.y has to stand 
suits for damages where accidents are 
due to the railroads’ neglect to keep their 
pert of the roadway jn repair. 

lnder the State railroad law the sur- 
face roads are compelled to pave and 
keep in repair the spaces betwen their 
tracks and a two-foot strip on each side 
of them. Imntil recently the city has 
had a great deal of trouble with the com- 
panies over damage suits brought as @ 
result of accidents fronr bad pavements 
within the area for which the railroads 


are responsible. 

Most of the street accidents happen 
near the centre of the thoroughfare. 
Yractically ail the serious ones do, such 
us a man béing knocked off a wagon and 
run over by a car. Suits brought for 
«treet accidents, whatever their real 
cause may have been, are almost always 
based on “the bad condition of the 
streets. 

According to the law, the city is not re- 
leased for liability in any action of this 
kind even if the accident occurs as a 
result of a hole in the pavement in the 
area of the railroad company. Sometimes 
the city and the company are made co- 
aefendants in such suits, but more fre- 
quently the city is sued first. and then, 
if the action is successful, it has to at- 
tempt to collect from the ratlroad. 
Imnder the old system, when the city 
obtained a maintenance guarantee from 
a paving company for a certain section, it 
was made to apply as well to the rail- 
road area within the district. This re- 
suited in the neglect of their obligations 
by the companies. It was found diffi- 
cult to get even the courts to allow reim- 
bursement to the city after recevery had 
been made on an accident in the railroad 
areas. 

All this resulted in the piling up of a 
large number of damage suits against 
the city in which the liability really rested 
with the railroad companies. Then Cor- 
helius F. Collins. chief of the Torts Di- 
Vision of the Law Department, devised a 
scheme by which the railroads were cotn- 
relled to make their own maintenance 
egreements with the paving companies. 
This is resulting in a reduction of the 
suits against the city in which the pri- 
mary liability is with the companies and 
Wiso in the giving of better attention to 
the matter by them. Of the $90,000 col- 
lected in damages for street accidents 
against the city last year, probably not 
more than $20,000 will be recovéred by 
the city from the railroads. 

Damage suits are considered an ex- 
celient mears of guaging the condition 
of the streets. Mr. Collins said yester- 
day that he believed that it may _ be 
shewn now that things are not so bad as 

Last year suits for street 
ccidents, the majority’ of them based 
on holes in the pavements, totaling $3,- 
400.000 were prought against the city. Out 
of this amount only $95,000 was recov- 
ered or ebout two and two-thirds per cent. 
Nineteen appeals were taken which 
brought a reduction in the recoveries of 
$24,000. 

“The Torts Division also brought about 
the dismissal of 199 suits for lack of 
prosecution and three discontinuances. 

Mr. Collins said vesterday that the num- 
ber of suits being brought this year on 
aceourt of the bad condition of the streets 
is no greater than usual and less than in 
some vesrs in the past. The number of 
mredical examinations held by the Divis- 
ion in January and February of last year 
wes thirtv--seven and thirty-eight respec- 
For these months this year the 
totals were forty-one and thirty-three. 

Borough President McAneny also .s@ays 
that a great deal of good could be ac- 
complished by an arrangement between 
the city and the railroad companies by 
which the entire paving would be done 
at the seme time He is trying to bring 
this about. He said that he has the en- 
tire available force of the four paving 
companies which do business with the 
eity at work on the streets. Forty-two of 
the forty-nine steam paving rollers in 
the city were at work yesterday.

The first sale of the cotiection of the 
pictures of the late Peter A. Schemm of 
Philadelphia, sold by order of his execu- 
tors at the American Art Gallertes last 
evening, was a very satisfactory one.

Tells of the Shooting of Peter Carralo 





VON ARKOVY HAS DEPARTED 


Not Liking America and Boasting 
About Himself to the Last. 


Richard von Arkovy, the young Hunga- 
riah who called himself ‘‘ Baron,’’ and to 
whom several other names have Been ap- 
plied during his lurid sojourn in this 
city, sailed yesterday for Europe on the 
North German Lloyd liner Kronprinz 
Wilhelm in-a condition that might be 
described as peevish. He spent half an 
hour before he sailed in abusing the 
United States in six languages—English, 
French, German, Hungarian, Italian, and 
Spanish—changing from one to another 
when at a loss for a word to express the 
intensity of his feelings regarding this 
country and its people. Among other 
things he said he would never come back, 

‘*Since my arrival here,’ said von Ar- 
kovy, ‘“‘I have beemn a mark for grafters 
at every turn. I was arrested on the 
complaint of an irresponsible man, who 
admitted in court that he had no case 


against me. Miserable Hungarians jumpea 
into the limelight to denounce me after 
I had picked them up in the tter and 
kept them from starving. I did not pay 
a cent to ‘square things,’ in spite of all 
that has been said. was vindicated, 
however, and I am heartily glad to shake 
the dust of this accursed land off my 
feet.’’ 

He explaifhed that the ‘‘ brass knuckles ”’ 
were placed in his pocket by his faithful 
valet that he might defend himself from 
attacks. Then he went on to tell of los- 
ing large sums in gambling. And finally 
he sailed away.
